The fate of Mobile is in doubt, as that city is completely isolated, theqwater having 
invaded the operating room of the Western Union yesterday afternoon. The last message 
sent out stated that the lower part of the city Was flooded and that row boats were be- 
ing used to rescue persons Who were in buildings cut off by the water. Loss of life was 
feared, but no details were obtainable. 

While wire communication is intact with New Orleans, the section between the 
city and the mouth of the Mississippi is cat off, and the damage done by the storm is 
largely conjectural. It is known, howeber, that many Itbes have been lost, one family 
of fifteen, nine of them children, being drowned. 


It is also feared that steamers which put to sea fust before the storm developed and incoming ships 
at the mouth of the river have been Wrecked. The lower portions of New Orleans has been flooded and

Man Lives Have Been Last Below 
New Orleans, and Much 
Properly Destroyed 


New Orleans, Wa., August’ 15.—The 
storm which has been sweeping the gulf 
coast from Persacola and,moving west- 
ward during the past two days has pros- 
trated telegraph and telephone wires to 
Such an extent that news from the out- 
living sections is hard to get at. The 
greatest fears have heen entertained for 
tLe safety of the reople living at Port 
Eads, which is at the mouth ‘of the 
river, and for the ships that started for 
sea iust before the storm began. The 
wires there have been prostrated since 
Tuesday night at 8 o'clock, but a man 
has been reached who left Port Eads at 
2 o'clock on Wedresday. He was seen 
at Buras, which is 60 miles down the 
river, and the farthest point with which 
there is wire communication at the prces- 
ent time. 

This man describes the storm which 
ewept that section as a regular tidal 
wave similar to the one which resulted 
in such awful loss of life in 1893. He 
says all the people living on the east 
bank “of the ri-rer Nave moved to the 
“jump,” which is 15 miles from the mouth 
of the river. 

Family of Fifteen Lost. 


The house of a man named Cobden, 
half a mile above the quarantine sta- 
tion, was swept away, and the. fifteen 
members of the family, including nine 
children, drowned. The quarantine build- 
ings were badly damaged, but no one 
injured. The big towboat Chamberlain 
Was driven high and dry in the marsh, 
but her crew are safe. The government 
boat at General Reise is believed to have 
been lost. Captain O’Brien’s house was 
swept away, but he was on the boat 
which was believed to be outside. The 
pile driver at Port Eads was sunk. The 
steamboat Burns was driven ashore near 
the light house and later it was report- 
ed that she had sunk. Her crew were 
said to have been saved. The tugboat 
Velasco went down to Pass A. L’Outre, 
which is the eastern mouth of the river, 
with two barges. When last seen she 
had her decks awash end is believed to 
have gone down. If this boat and her 
barges have been lost, twenty people 
more have been drowned. There are nu- 
merous reports of individual casualties all 
, along the river from Buras down to the 
passes. 

All the steamers which started for the 
sea Tuesday remained inside the passes 
until Wednesday evening, and then went 
out safely. among the number being the 
Cromwell iiner Proteus and the British 
transport Mechanician, which was dyna- 
mited while in port a few days ago. Not 
@ single vessel has passed up the river 
since the storm began and great fears 
are entertained for the ones which are 
expected. 

Great Loss of Life Feared. 


There is serious apprehension concern- 
ing the Cheniere, Caminada and Grand 
Isle sections, on the south Louisiana 
coast, west of the Mississippi river, where 
29.000 lives were lost in 1893 by the tidal 
wave. Up to this writing no word has 
‘been received from that section, which 
is largely inhabited by fishermen, mostly 
Chinese and Malays. 

Up to last midnight everything seemed 
to be safe at the Mississippi coast towns, 
Bay St. Louis, Pass Christian, Biloxi, Mis- 
sissippi City amd Ocean Springs, but since 
then not a word has been heard from 
them. All wires are down but no great 
fear is entertained. The only reports of 
damage so far received are of destroyed 
bath houses and uprooted trees. 

The Louisville and Nashville railroad is 
blocked off beyond Chef Menteur, 30 miles 
from this city. The big steel bridge there 
is safe, but beyond there are _ several 
washouts on the road. The New Orleans 
and Northeastern road is also blocked by 
washouts on the lake and its big trestie 
over Lake Pontchartrain has been shaken 
by the heavy seas breaking against it. 

There has been’ much damage done at 
Shell Beach, a settlement on Lake 
Borgne, which is southeast of the city, 
and connects with Lake Pontchartrain. 
All the buildings there have been swept 
away, and there are reports of loss of life 
among the fishermen, but the exact extent 
of this is not known. A tidal wave swept 
over the land there as it did nine years 
ago. 

Damage in New Orleans. 

In the city of New Orleans and suburbs 
there has been some damage. At Milne- 
burg, one of the lake resorts, the railroad 
pier running out into the lake for a dis- 
tance of 1,000 yards ha® been destroyed, 
and all light buildings demotished. The 
big buildings.on shore withstood the gale. 
There was no loss of life. The steamer 
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Tremendous Rush of Water Has 
Hooded Mobile and Iso- 
lated That City 


Mobile, Ala., August 15.—The average 
velocity of the wind at Mobile since day- 
light has been 42 miles and the greatest 
45. It has been raining incessantly 
since late last night. The water in the 
river has been backed up to Water street 
at the crossing of Conti. All the mills 
north of One Mile creek and the foundries 
and boiler-making establishments in the 
southern part of the city have been forced 
to,shut down. Both houses and wharves 
along the bay have suffered considerably. 
Reports from Coden and Portersville say 
the shell road is overflowed to some depth 
and several families have been compelled 
to move further into the interior. 

The coast train from Biloxi arrived on 
time this morning and reports the Biloxi 
bridge not damaged. But little damage 
is reported between Mobile and Biloxi. 
No information has been received from 
Flomaton and points above. 

Cotton Men Escape in Boats. 

At 12:30 the wind centinued at ‘an av- 
erage of 40 miles an hour with’ frequent 
spurts 10 miles faster, showing great 
strength. The river has overflowed the 
cotton wharves and Front, Commegce and 
Water streets are flooded 2 feet deep be- 
tween St. Michael and Congress streets. 
Rowboats were employed to bring out 
members of the cotton exchange at noon. 
The grocers and merchants on Commerce 
and Water streets had timely warning 
yesterday and were hard at work last 
night. Before the rise began they had 
their ground floor stocks elevated on 
temporary platforms, and feel safe unless 


the flood goes higher than the unprece- 
dented one of 1893. 


Wires are down hevease Mobile and all 
points west. Nothing can be heard of 
Louisville and Nashville trains due this 
noon and afternoon. One train that 
should have arrived at 12:06 is not in. 


The tropical storm which has been 
raging along the gulf coast for two days 
has tonight completely isolated the city 
of Mobile, Ala., from the outside world. 
It is known that considerable damage 
has been done along the water front in 
Mobile, but whether there has been loss 
of life or not is mere conjecture. Noth- 
ing has been heard from the country 
south of Mobile up to the time the last 
wire to Mobile failed. 

At half-past 4 this afternoon the West- 
ern Union office in Mobile was aban- 
doned, the water at that time being three 
feet deep in the operating room. 

Last Message from City. 

Two hours later communication was 
had for a few minutes with Mobile. The 
Associated Press operator there had 
made his way to the operating room in 
a boat. He took up his position on top 
of the switchboard, several feet above 
the flooded office, and détaching the As- 
sociated Press wire from its place in the 
board sent this message: 

“Am on top of the switch board 
here with a lineman. The water is 
over three fect deep in this room, and 
it is still rising. The wind is blow- 
ir.g at the rate of fifty miles an hour 
and we look for worse things to- 
night. The business district is de- 


serted.”’ 

Here the wire failed and nothing more 
coulda be heard from him, although the 
most persistent efforts were made. 

The water at 3 p. m. was reported as 
high as in the great flood of 1893, al- 
though at that time the wind was not as 
high. 

From Mobile to Fort Morgan is a dis- 
tance of 35 miles, and on both sides of 
the bay summer resorts and summer 
homes are located. These were, it is be- 
lieved, in the direct path of the storm. 
The telegraph line to Fort Morgan runs 
around the bay through the country and 
covers 8 miles before it reaches the gov- 
ernment reservation. 

Loss of Life Feared. 

It is feared that there has been some 
loss of life on the islands in Missisippi 
sound, located just outside the bar below 
Fort Morgan. These islands, which are 
inhabited by French fishermen, rise only 
four or five feet above the water under 
ordinary stage, and were the scene of 
great loss of lie in 1893. 

According to advices received in At- 
lanta, the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road has washouts near Chef Menteur, 
Lake Catherine, Lookout and Rigolots. 
Two miles of Louisville and Nashvi.ie 
track through the Tensas swamps, west 
of Mobile, is reported under water. All 
trains have been abandoned for the pres- 
ent. Several bridges are reported out of 
plumb. - 

The Western Union company has gangs 
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Hurricane Signal Is Flying at 
Galveston, but No Uneasi- 
ness [s Felt There 


Galveston, Tex., August 15.—The gulf 
storm which has been reported by the 
weather bureau since Wednesday has 
been watched closely here. The hurricane 
signal is flying here as a warning to 
shipping, but the weather bureau since 
morning has been emphatic that the storm 
would strike inland to the east of Gal- 
veston. The tide here tonight is normal 
and no uneasiness is felt for Galves- 
ton island, 

It would not be surprising if several 
Galveston steamers put into Key West 
or Pensacola within the next day or two 
for repairs as a result of having been in 
the storm off Port Eads in the early 
part of the week. Steamers which left here 
on August 9 might have passed it or they 
might have run into it. The Mallory 
line steamer Neuces, which was due from 
New York on Wednesday, had not ar- 
rived this evening. 

The steamer Ceres left here on August 
8 for Rotterdam with a cargo of wheat. 

The steamer Almmere, which left for 
Havre with 168,000 bushels of wheat on 
August 9, may have also encountered the 
storm. 

On August 10 the steamer Penare left 
for Havre with 16,000 bushels of wheat 
and miscellaneous cargo; the Enidwen, 
with 198.367 bushels of wheat for Antwerp, 
and the Blodwen, with 153,005 bushels of 
wheat, for Rotterdam, 

Two sailed on August 12. The Selma, 
with a full cargo of wheat, for Ham- 
burg, sailed in the morning, and the Har- 
rison Hne steamer Orion, with a full gen- 
eral cargo for Liverpool, sailed at noon. 

The steamers which sailed on the 10th 
and 12th are almost certain to have en- 
countered some portion of the storm. 


PASSENGER TRAINS TIED UP. 


All Wires Down and Details of Dam- 
age Not Obtainable. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 15.—The of- 
fice of the division superintendent of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad reports 
that the passenger train which left Mont- 
gomery at 11 o'clock today is tied up at 
Magazine Point, 6 miles north of Mobile, 
and cannot enter the city. 

From Magazine Point into Mobile the 
railroad parallels Mobile river. Passenger 
trains leaving here tonight will not at- 
tempt to go farther south than Flomaton. 

All railroad wires are down and details 
of damage to railroad and other property 
are not obtainable. 

A special train bearing track and bridge 
repairs and telegraph linemen left here 
on the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
for the south at 7 o’clock tonight. 

District Observer Chaffee, of the weath- 
er bureau, says of the storm conditions 
tonight: 

“While the storm was moving very 
slowly northeastward, it had increased in 
energy, the barometer reading as low as 
29.44 inches at New Orleans and its vo- 
locity of revoiution around the center 
was steadily increasing, giving high winds 
quite generaliy along the gulf. 

“There will be no settled weather over 
this region until the gulf storm moves 
over to the north, which will probably 
be by tomorrow afternoon or night. 

Big Lumber Mill Gone. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 15.—A report 
from Mobile, received over a railroad 
wire in the afternoon, says that the mill 
of the Dixie Lumber Company, two miles 
north of Mobile, was taken away by the 
storm and several employees were killed. 
This is said to be the larges. lumber mill 
in Mobile. 
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of men and special engines waiting at 
several points to move toward Moblie 
as soon as the tracks are clear of water. 
It is possible that they may restore com- 
munication from this side within twenty- 
four hours, but from reports received of 
damage done between New Orleans and 
Mobile it is believed several days will 
elapse before the wires are restored. 

Up to midnight no communication had 
been established with Mobile. 

The Western Union here has hundreds 
of messages for that city, consisting 
mainly of inquiries as to the whereabouts 
and safety of people, from all parts of 
the country, but is unable to move one 
of them. 

The one remaining wire from Atlanta 
to New Orleans, routed via Jackson and 
Meridian, Miss., failed at 11:30 p. m. 

Storm Strikes Flomaton. 


Advices from Flomaton, Ala., at mid- 
night were to the effect that the gulf 
storm struck that place at 9 o'clock to- 
night. At midnight the storm was raging 
with no signs of abatement. No jiamazge 
had been done in the city of.Flomaton up 
to that hour, but the rainfall was terrific. 

Fiomaton is about © miles north of 
Mobile, and no trains on the Louisville

Floods in East Tennessee Are 
Causing Disaster 


RAILWAYS ARE IN TROUBLE 


Section of Track on Southern Caves 
and Four Trains Are Block- 
aded—Boy Is Drowned in 
the Heart of Knox- 

ville. , 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 15.—(Special.)— 
John Pickle, a white boy 14 years old, was 
drowned in a creek in the heart of the city 
this afternoon. His body was swept 
into the Tennessee river and was lost. 
William Franklin, a companion of the 
boy, came near drowning in trying to save 
him. He sank three times and then 
swam out. 

Pickle and Franklin drove a team of 
mules into the creek to water. The 
creek was very much swollen. The mules 
were caught in the swift current and with 
the vehicle and the two boys were swept 
rapidly down streafm and over a mill dan& 
The boys jumped into the water, and 
Franklin caught Pickle and tried to swim 
out with him. He held to him until 
both had sank three times, when he let 
gO to save himself. Picklé’s body floated 
three blocks and was then lost. It has 
not been recovered. 

On account of the incessant rains 
throughout east Tennessee for the past 
five days, much damage has been done, 
and more is anticipated. Reports from 
Coal Creek, Tenn., are that the water 
has risen 6 feet in the houses on the east 
side of the town, and the occupants have 
been compelled to move out. A pond of 
water from 10 to 40 feet in depth and cov- 
ering 50 acres of ground, has accumulat- 
ed against the west side of a raliroad em- 
bankment. It is feared if the rains con- 
tinue the embankment will give way, 
and the entire east side will be washed 
away. A section of track on the South- 
ern railway. west ef Loudon. between 
Knoxvillé and Chattandoga, caved in at 
an early ‘hour this morning. Four pas 
senger trains were blocked until the track 
could be repaired. For ter* hours trains 
eould not pass. 

The Clinch, Powell and Emory rivers 
are full of water, and it is expected that 
they will overflow their banks and 
thereby ruin hundreds of acres of crops in 
the river bottoms. Almost all the creeks 
in this section are out of their bounds. 
The Tennessee river at Knoxville is rising 
rapidly. It is 20 feet above low water 
mark tonight. It fell some this morning, 
but soon took a second rise. A second 
rise is considered an indication that the 
river will go several feet higher. 

Rain in Torrents at Meridian. 

‘Meridian, Miss., August 15.—Rain has 
been falling in torrents in this city and 
section for the past twetny-six hours, and 
is still falling, with no sign of abatement. 
Rivers are fast rising, and repetition of 
last year’s flood its expected. All! trains 
are running on schedule time, but trouble 
is hourly expected. 


Great Fresnet at Chattanooga. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—From the heavy rains which have 
occurred for the past four days over the 
upper basin of the Tennessee river, a 
freshet is resulting. It is predicted that 
the rfver will reach a stage of 40 feet here 
by Saturday noon. This will be 7 feet 
above the danger line. Forty thousand 
feet of valuable logs in rafts were loosed 
from their moorings here and floated 
down through the mountain section of the 
river. Such a freshet has never before 
been known in the river in August. Con- 
siderable damage wifi be done to crops in 
the lowlands. 


High Water in Kentucky. 


Burnside, Ky., August 15.—The highest 
water ever known in this locality .n Au- 
gust is raging here. The Cumberland 
river has fifty feet in the channel, over- 
flowing the banks and doing great dam- 
age to crops in the bottoms. It has been 
raining steadily for ninety-six hours. The 
Buffalo Tie Company lost 6,000 ties last 
night by the breaking of one of the 
booms on Caney branch, also five large 
barges valued at $12,000. The steamer 
Cumberland broke its moorings and float- 
ed down the river. Twenty thousand logs 
have come down the river in the last 
twelve hours.

Bankruptcy Court 


HUNDRED THOUSAND SHORT 


On Paper Assets Exceed Liabilities, 
but Many of the Assets Are 
Made Up of Accounts 
Which Are Said To 
Be Worthless. 


Chicago, August 15.—On the petition of 
three creditors of George H. Phillips’ com- 
pany, a petition in bankruptcy has been 
filed for the company in the United States 
district court. George H. Phillips and 
two other directors of the company filed 
their consent that the petition be allowed 
and the Chicago Title and Trust Com- 
pany has been appointed temporary re- 
ceiver. 

The filing of the petition and the 
pointment of the receiver will enable 
company to continue in business. 

It is estimated that the assets of the 
company will aggregate $250,000 and the 
liabilities will not exceed $200,000. 

By Mr. Phillips’ own stament, the com- 
pany is insolvent. The filabilities he places 
at about $200,000 with assets, taken at 
their face value, amounting to $225,000 or 
$250,000, Of this he believes $100,000 1s in 
worthless accounts, so that the company 
will fall short approximately $100,000 'n 
the settlement. This Mr. Phillips de- 
clares he will make up to the creditors 
to the last cent. He says he has lost or 
given up all of his money and real estate, 
but that, accepting the offers of financial 
assistance, he will resume business in- 
dividually. Voluntarily he proposes to 
give for the benefit of the creditors every 
dollar of profit he makes in his transac- 
tions over and above $2,500 a year, which 
he will keep for himself and family.

STEEL STRIKE 


Mai Supply of Cotton Ties 
Cut Of and High Prices 
Are Offered, 


EFFORTS BEING MADE 
TO BRING ABOUT PEACE 


Both Sides Make Denial, but It Is 
Known Peace Plans Are Afloat. 
Employees of the Joliet 
Mills Resolve To 
Strike. 


Pittsburg, August 15.—Once more ef- 
forts are afoot to settle the steel strike. 
B. M. Caldwell, formerly a mill owner 
of Mingo Junction, is known to have 
conferred with the strike leaders with a 
view to sketching a basis of settlement, 
which he plans to place before the offi- 
cilals of the steel corporation. He Is be- 
lieved to be the mysterious man who 
conferred with President Shaffer for 
more than two hours today. Both sides 
vigorously denied that they had either 
made overtures or received proposals, 
but it is known positively that the plan 
is under consideration. 

It is believed here than under certain 
circumstances the contending sides could 
be brought together and a settlement 
effected. 

President Shaffer in a significant state- 
ment made today said that personally 
he was for peace and that he was fight- 
ing only because he was on the defensive 
and forced to fight. 

Contest Waged with Vigor. 

Meantime the contest between the two 
great interests is being waged with vigor 
and slightly varying fortune. The steel 
corporation seemed to be somewhat 
stronger at the Lower Union mill of the 
Carnegie company in this city, although 
the strikers are still working hard to 
cripple or close it. The corporation also 
added to the forces at Wellsville and an- 
nounced that at least it had the plant 
running to its full capacity. Three hun- 
dred men employed at the Seamless Tube 
plant at McKeesport, an auxiliary of 
the National Tube Company, joined the 
strikers. It is said they quit because 
they would not handle non-union made 
material. 

President Shaffer made the following 
statement: 

‘I will say officially the Amalgamated 
association has submitted no proposi- 
tion to the steel corporation, nor has the 
steel corporation offered any proposftion 
directly to the Amalgamated association. 
I will say, however, that certain men, 
formerly connected with the Amalgam- 
ated association, are interfering in this 
matter and interfering with our fight. 
They had better keep out of it or they 
will get the worst of it. Personally I 
wish the fight were settled, but now that 
we are forced into a fight and called 
upon to defend ourselves we are fighting 
on succesfully. I know of no plan for a 
settlement and can assure you that no 
representative of the steel corporation 
has made an offer to the Amalgamated 
association. A statement that there is 
a move to this end and that we are not 
working in harmony is more than false— 
it is a He.”’ 

Trust After Republic Company. 

Mr. Shaffer did not name the men whom 
he charged with unwarranted interference 
in the affairs of the organization, but 
former President M. M. Garland is be- 
lieved to be one of the number. 

It is said that the United States Steel 
Corporation is negotiating an absorption 
of the Republic Iron and Steel Company. 
There has, it is said, been a number of 
conferences between prominent stock- 
holders in the two companies, and it is 
said that the terms of purchase have been 
practically agreed upon. The Republic 
plant Is a large one and its purchase 
would add greatly to the commercial 
strength of the steel corporation. No 
statement as to the terms is obtainable. 

A dispatch from Sharon says: 

“The cotton planters of the south are 
beginning to feel the effects of the steel 
strike, according to advices received here. 
The closing of the mills of the Steel Hoop 
company cuts off their main supply of 
cotton ties and they seem willing oo 
any price in order to have a sufficient 
supply when the time comes to move cot- 
ton. The Steel Hoop company’s largest 
mill, located at Youngstown, Ohlo, is idle 
and the workmen say they are determined 
not to return to work.” 


Joliet Men To Go Out. 


Joliet, Ill., August 15.—The four lodges 
of the Amalgamated association employ- 
ees of the Illinois Steel Company, at the 
Joliet mills, by a unanimous vote decided 
tonight to obey the strike order of Pres- 
‘dent Shaffer. The conference was in sea- 
aion from 3 o'clock this afternoon until 9 
o'clock tonight before the decision was 
reached. The steel mills were closed at 
noon to enable the members of the asso- 
ciation to attend the meeting which was 
called by National Assistant Secretary 
Tighe after his arrival here this morning. 
He was accompanied by Vice President 
Davis, of the fourth district. Both men 
presented the side of the association to 
the local members. It was argued that 
in order to secure the organization of non- 
union workers in the east it was essential 
that the western men would have to join 
the strike movement. Mr. Tighe also ap- 
pealed to the fealty of the men to the as- 
sociation; he urged them to be men and 
stand by their union. His remarks were 
received with enthusiasm and presaged 
the vote that followed. 

This action will close the entire steel 
plant here, throwing out of employment 
nearly 3,000 men. Fires will be drawn to- 
night.

Thomasville, Ga., August 15.—(Special.) 
The agticultural society is here. All the 
| Old stand-bys are in evidence—the men 
who haye been with the society, through 
thick and thin, during the more than 
half a century of its existence—Colonel 
R. F. Crittenden, of Randolph; Hon. J. 
J. Gonnor, of Bartow; Major J. M. Ryals, 
of Chatham; Captain John Cobb, of Sum- 
ter,,and many. others, who represent 
large farming interests in the state. 

Very iftfle comment has been heard on 
the conduct of the railroads in refusing 
to grant the society passes this year; the 
feejing,,.yowever, is that in such action 
Pthey are working against their own in- 
terests. The statement has been made 
heretofore that the agriculturel society 
consists of nothing but a lot of political 
farmers, and the impression has gone 
abroad that there was more politics than 
agriculture discussed at these meetings; 
but this idea seems utterly without foun- 
dation. Certainly the fact that a number 
of presidents of this society have after- 
Wirds been” elected to high political 
offices would seem to lend credence to 
this idea, but any man who comes promi- 
nently Myefore the people and who works 
for the’ general good is liable to be elect- 
ed to offices within the gift of the peo- 
ple. For this reason the society resents 
such slander as likely to 
usefulness anu think because 
presidents have been made governors of 
Georgia anu their present president is a 
probable candidate, is no grounds on 
which to base such an assertion.

MOTORMAN IS UNDER ARREST

CUERRY TALKS OF | 


HIS CAMPAILN 


Says He Has Made Only One 
Speech on Govérnorship 


— ——— eee. 


DID THAT ON INVITATION 


That His Speech dt Fort Gaines Was 
Made by Invitation of Citizens 
of That Place — Says His 
Prospects Are Very 
Good. 


Macon, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Dupont Guerry, candidate fos governor, 
returned home today, after being absent 
from the city since last Thursday, during 
which time he has visited several places 
in southwest Georgia in the interest of 
his gubernatoria! candidacy, delivering a 
political speech at Pelham, Mitchell] coun- 
ty, on August 9, and speakigg twice at 
Fort Gaines, Clay county, on August 13, 
for prohibition, a prohibition campaign 
being on at that time in Clay county. 

Mr. Guerry was seen at his law office to- 
day by The Constitution correspondent, 
and was interviewed relative to his visit 
to southwest Georgia, and concerning the 
guberratorial campaign. Mr. Guerry 
furnished the following statement, or in- 
terview: 

“As to the campaign, there is nothing 
special to say. I have made only one 
speech in my gubernatorial] campaign and 
that at Pelham, where I spoke upon the 
written invitation of about fifty citizens. 
Al} the. other candidates were invited by 
these citizens and myself, but di not ap- 
pear. 

‘My speeches this week in Clay county 
were made upon the invitation of the pro- 
hibitionists of that county, who are hav- 
ing a local option election today, and not 
in my gubernatorial campaign. Mr. Ter- 
rell had a jike invitation, but did not ac- 
cept. I notice some of the papers now 
reach the conclusion that the campaign is 
very premature, They don't seem to 
know that it has be®n going on for sev- 
eral years only in a different way. 

“There are men in Georgia who have 
been pledged to candidates several years. 
All of this kind of campaigning seems to 
be timely and strictly in order, but if a 
candidate who comes out comparatively 
late, makes a public speech indicating his 
views on public questions, instead of put- 
ting his claim on personal or sectional 
grounds, his campaign is premature, al- 
though begun upon the invitation of his 
fellow citizens. 

“The people of Georgia who desire to 
hear from me in this way have the right 
to extend me invitations if they choose. 
and I have the right to accept them if I 
choose, and I shall do so as far as prac- 
ticable. 

“If, when the facts are understood as 
now stated, this criticism should continue, 
my friends who invite me and I will bear

“So, far as my information extends; my 
prospects are better than I supposed they 
would be so early in the campaign, but 
of course the developments are now too 
imperfect to form upon them any con- 
clusions, 

“In my judgment, however, the ‘!ndica- 
tions are clear that the people will be 
controlled largely by public questions, and 
very little by persona] or geographical] 
considerations. 

“The assumed right of a number of men 
to pick out a distinctively sectiona] can- 
didate for the people of a particular sec- 
tion and to deliver to him the vote of 


' other sections, will be repudiated and the 


candidate who runs as the beneficiary of 
such bossism or of such an idea, will find 
sooner or later that to succeed he must 
take higher grounds and broader views.

A NINE-YEAR-OLD PREACHER 


Boy Causing a Revival of Religion in 
Pike County. | 


TALES TO CROWDED HOUSES 


Takes a Text and Delivers What Is 
Said To Be Good Sermons With- 
out Any Difficulty. 


Griffin, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)—For 
a week past a 9-year-old revivalist has 
been holding a revival at Friendship 
church, in the second district of Pike 
county, six miles from this city, which 
hus attracted wid?spread attention and 
enthusiasm. : 

Yesterday there was the largest crowd 
ever seen at Friendship churching dur 
ing the sixty years of its estabitshment, 
end at the windows and the doors bug- 
gies’ were drawn up that their ovcu- 
rants might cet a glimpse of the wonder- 
ful boy, who is a Georgian by birth, was 
cohverted in the Indian Territory and 
now claims Texas as his home.

He is at times abrupt almost 
to sensationalism, as can be inferred trom 
his commands before beginning his ser- 
mon.

All of this was said in the most imper- 
ative voice, and one dear old lady like to 
have dropped her baby from her lap in 
her heste to obey him.

IN THE GENERAL RATE 


Action of Convention Was a Sort of 
Compromise To Please the School 
People—Sharp Colloquy Be- 
tween Two Delegates 
Yesterday. 


Montgomery, .Ala., August 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The constitutional convention 
spent the day on education and went oa 
long ways toward satisfying the de- 
mands of the common school people. By 
an overwhelming majority it voted on a 
section that allows the counties to levy 
a special tax of 10 cents for schools. 
This must be done, however, by a three- 
fifths vote of the qualified electors. The 
school people fought the reduction of 
the state tax rate from 75 cents on the 


-$100 to 65 cents. They claimed that what- 


ever surplus might come from the higher 
rate the schools would get and that the 


+reduction, in effect, deprived the schools 


of just. that much. Largely to meet their 
d to pacify a threatened re- 
volt on their part, the convention passed 
the section which allows the reduction of 
10 cents in the general rate to be put 
back by counties. 

It 16 a sort of compromise. The school 
people really wanted a more liberal sys- 
tem of township taxation, but they have 
now secured a permanent state fund of 
labout $1,100,000 and a county special tax 
lof 10 cents on the $100. It is really a 
lsharp advance on anything the schools 
lhad under the old constitution, which 
fixed the minimum fund at $100,000 and 
allowed no local taxation whatever. 

The Ashcraft amendment provoked @ 
spirited debate, but was tabled. “It pro- 
posed that every county be divided into 
‘separate school districts for the two 
‘races. Each race might, by election, levy 
a special local tax in its own district on 
its own property. 

The method of appointing trustees of 
the university was radically changed at 
the demand of the alumnae association. 
They are now appointed by the governor 
and confirmed by the senate. Under the 
new plan the board will fill its own va- 
cancies as they occur. The new trustees 
twill be subject to confirmation by the 


‘isenate and if that body shall turn down 


‘the board selections it will itself fill the 
vacancy. The ultimate power of filling 
‘vacancies in the board is thus with the 
genate. The trustees can only hold for 
two terms, or twelve years. ‘The govern- 
or is continued as an ex-officio member.

Her husband was promptly notified, and 
a crowd soon congregated to search for 
the man. He was found and arrested at

iff became convinced that he would be 
mobbed, and attempted to spirit him 
away on the 7 o’clock train to the next 
town, but several men got on the train 
and forced him and his prisoner to get 
off. 

. At 10 o’clock a mob assembled, and went 
to the jail to hang the negro. They 
were met at the jail door by a number 
of prominent citizens, among them the 
father of the girl, who pleaded with them 
to let the law take its course. The 
father said that he was willing for this 
to be done. 

The mob dispersed, but this morning re- 
gathered. Certain leading citizens tele- 
graphed Governor Longino of the immi- 
nent danger and asked for troops. He 
at once ordered the Governor’s Guards, 
the company at Jackson, to go to the 
scene. Adjutant General Henry went in 

The troops arrived at Sardis.at 7 p. m. 
An accommodation train was waiting on 
the side track to leave at once with 
the soldiers and the prisoner, but While 
the troops went to the jail for them, 
five armed men clambered on the engine 
and forced the engineer to pull out. Just 
as the train was moving off the soldiers 
came out of the jail, which is near the 
depot, with the negro. Thinking it was 
simply going down the track a little dis- 
tance to get away from the crowd, the 
soldiers marched after it, but the train 
had departed in the distance, and the pris- 
oner had to be brought back and placed in 
jail. 

Guards were dispersed around the bulld- 
ing and so far no attempts have been 
made to break in and take the man away, 
although there are excited knots of de- 
termined men standing on the corners and 
waiting for something to turn up. 

It is probable that an attempt will be 
made to wrest the man frog his guardians 
when they attempt to put him on the 
1 o’clock train tonight to take him to

The International Typopraphical 
Union Discusses Report 


PIECE «WORK PROPOSITION 


Finance Committee Report Taken 
Up—Resolution Adopted Pro- 
viding for Organization of 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary 
of the Union. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 15.—(Special) 
The morning session of the fourth day of” 
the International Typographical Union's 
convéhtion was devoted largely to con- 
sidering the law committee’s report. This 
document was disposed of. Only minor 
changes were made in the union’s laws. 

A proposition was presented looking to 
the adoption of a piece work scale for all 
machine work in all offices where such a 
step might be deemed practicable. This 
precipitated considerable discussion, ex- 
citing much opposition. The proposition 
was finally tabled and. the matter was 
left in the hands of the _ subordinate 
unions to act in each individual case as 
they deemed wise and proper. 

When the finance report was taken up 
the New York delegation asked the con- 
vention to appropriate the sum of $10,000 
for the advancement of organization 


} work in New York city during the en- 


suing year. Delegate’ Govan, of New 
York, made a strong plea for this appro- 
priation as he said to strengthen the 
uhion in the metropolis. The Philadel- 
phia delegation asked for $2,000 for a like 
purpose for their city. A delegate from 
Pittsburg immediatély arose and request- 
ed that $3,000 be appropriated to “redeem” 
Pittsburg. 

There was considerable discussion of 
these requests. 

J. W. Bramwood, secretary-treasurer, 
took the floor and discussed the finances 
of the union. He said that the work of 
strengthening the organization should be 
pushed forward, but he explained that 
the general fund would have nothing in 
the treasury for several months and the 
only source from which the amounts pro- 
posed could be drawn from was the de- 
fense fund. He stated that the total re- 
ceipts of this fund for the present year 
will be $32,000 and he doubted the wisdom 
of spending nearly one-third of this 
amount in New’ York city, as. no one 
could estimate how much would have to 
be spent on strikes. The matter was left 
in the hands of the executive council who 
will consider it and make recommenda- 
tion to the convention. 

A resolution was adopted providing for 
the complete organization of the ladies’ 
auxiliary of the International Typo- 
graphical Union. It provides for the cre- 
ation of a special ¢ommittee of five to 
present a plan to organize the auxiliary. 

The St. Louis delegation presented a 
resolution indorsing, as a national and 
international enterprise, the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition to be held in that 
city. It was adopted, 

Delegate Ogden, of Cincinnati, brought 
up the matter of apprentices and moved 
that it be taken out of the hands of the 
miscellaneous committee and referred to 
a special committee of five. 

A resolution was adopted providing 
that the president shall appoint a com- 
mittee of three to visit the next gencral 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, with a view to securing 
the unionizing of the Southern Methodist 
Publishing’ House, at Nashvilie, Tenn. 

A resolution declaring that on and after 
January 1 next all apprentices be abol- 
ished in offices ‘under the jurisdiction of 
the International Typographical Union 
was referred to the committee on appren- 
tices. 

The convention disposed of a vast 
amount of minor detailed matter. 

A ball was given toe the visiting dele- 
gates at East Lake tonight. 


IT CREATED NO SENSATION. 


Circular Sent from Atlanta to I. T. 
U. Delegates. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 15.—(Special.) 
Many of the delegates attending the forty- 
severth convention of the Internativnal 
Typographical Union in this city, received 
during the past two days a circular ietter 
mailed from Atlanta, inclosing a copy of 
the agreement between the labor unions 
and employing printers, bookbinders, e'ec- 
trotypers and stereotypers of Atlanta, 
Ga. The circular letter was as foilows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., August 6, 1901.—To LDele- 
gates: I inclose you a copy of the ‘agree- 
ment’ now in effect in Atlanta. One of 
the conditions that prevailed here prior 
to the recent ‘agreement’ was that there 
were a number of union men obliged to 
work for what they could get in the 
non-union offices, with the idea that when 
those offices were untonized they would 
get the union scale. The ‘agreement’ 
forces them to continue working for snid 
low wages for five years. The making of 
an $8, $10, $12 and $15 scale without desig- 
nating the classes of work that those 
prices cover, permits the working of men 
indiscriminately on all classes of wark at 
wages dictated by the proprietors, and on 
the same work at a different scale of 
wages. I do not believe that sections 119 
to 124, inclusive, International Typograh- 
ical Union general laws, contemplated 
such disparity in the wages of men cny 
more than in the wages -of women and 
men. Fraternally. H, P. BLOUNT.” 

Inclosed in the same envelope was a 
copy of the agreement. There was no 
sensation created by this circuiar |ctter 
and ineclosure, as far as can be ascer- 
tained, and Secretary-Treasurer Bram- 
wood, when questioned today, said that 
he had not heard of the matter and did 
not believe that it would come up except 
through a proper channet. 

Ed Haggerty, one of the delegates from 
Atlanta, when questioned about the mat- 
tery, said: “Yes, some disgruntled. mem- 
bers of the union in Atlanta have stent 
circular letters to delegates in the con- 


| vention here, but it has not, nor will it, 


create any sensation. It will hardly be 
taken up by the convention, for it was not 
sent in through the proper channels, 

“I-do not care to discuss it. The major- 
ity of the members of the Atlanta tnion 
have had nothing to bring up :n this line, 
and because two or three are dissatisfied, 
it is not proper to bring it up. There is 
nothing to it.” 

Secretary-Treasurer Bramwood when 
talked to said that he had not heard of it, 
but if it was to be brought before the 
convention he thought that such a matter 
would come from the delegutes that were 
in attendance at the convention from the 
city where the complaint hails from. He 
tad not read the circular letter nor the 


agreement.

“DEATH MACHINE 


Kentuckian Who Breaks. Necks 
of Murderers. 


RATHER LIKES BUSINESS 


Says His Gallows Has Put to Death 
Thirteen Men—He Tries It for 
~ Fourteenth Time Today 
by Executing Hollie 
Strutton. 


Lexington, Ky., March 15.—(Special.)— 
Hollie Strutton, the Anderson county man 
sentenced to death for the murder of J. 
N. Searcy, will have. the doubtful honor 
of celebrating the majority of Fayette 
county’s famous “‘thirteen gallows.’ To- 
morrow is the date set for the execu- 
tion and Governor Beckham has written 
across the petition of 700 Anderson county 
citizens, asking for commutation of sen- 
tence to life imprisonment, the one word, 
“refused.”’ Strutton never had the in- 
fluence of a mother or a home: he and 
the dead man were friends until the day 
of the fatal affray. were the reasons 
urged. The chief executive did not think 
these sufficient reasons. He wrote “‘re- 
fused.” “Friday and the thirteen gal- 
lows,”’ it meant for Strutton, who had 
killed his friend, the Andersan county dis- 
tiller, in sudden affray. 

The “thirteen gallows” has an inter- 
esting history. It is the most famous 
death tree in Kentucky and first took the 
life of a man in 1880, just twenty-one 
years ago. Strutton celebrated its ma- 
joritv—certainly a grewsome celebration. 
It was invented by Edward Faught, a 
Lexington mechanic, in 1870, and the first 
scaffold was built in the following year 
for the execution of a negro, John Bush, 
who killed a Miss Van Meter. 

Faught, the inventor, is a stoic, some- 
thing of a silent man. Now nearing the 
half-century mark, he has witnessed 
every execution on his death machine and 
will! have charge of the execution of 
Strutton, as in the other instances. 
Faught wakes into a mild show of in- 
terest when talking of his weird pet, and 
he talks freely of the uncanny fascina- 
tion about its machine and its work. The 
gallows has already been sent to Law- 
renceburg, where the execution will take 
place, and when Strutton hears the rap- 
ping of the hammers in the jail vard, he 
can know that Faught is at work mak- 
ing ready the “thirteen gallows.”” Every 
detail of the execution is arranged bv the 
man who invented this great tree which 
has borne such grim fruit. When he has 
finished, the sheriff has only to adjust 
the n>ose and touch the trigger. Then 
the end comes. 

“Yes.”’ said Faught, in speaking of 
nis gallows, “thirteen men have been 
hung on this gallows since I first con- 
structed it in 1880, and I have seen every 
one of them go. 

‘‘My first hanging was anything but a 
pleasant experience, as can well be im- 
imagined, but you can become accus- 
tomed to almost anything and it is that 
way with executions. I go about it sim- 
ply as other people go about a more 
usual business. I take every precaution 
to see that there is no break or hitch and 
fee] a certain amount of satisfaction in 
knowing that my precuations may stand 
in the way of a horrible bungling at- 
tempt at an execution which may neces- 
sitate a second attempt. I do not think 
that it has influenced my temperament or 
my life in any way, and 1 snail Keep at 
it as long as it pays for the trouble, as 
it does now.”’

ANDERSON NOMINATED 
AFTER CLOSE STRUGGLE 


Platform Adopted Affirms Allegi- 
ance to National Democratic 
Party and Denounces the 
MNrusts—Declares' for 
Primary System. 


Norfolk, Va., August 15.—The demo- 
cratic state convention completed its 
work late this afternoon. The ticket was 
completed by the nomination of Major 
W. A. Anderson, of Rockbridge, for at- 
torney general, over Hon. J. La Jeffries, 
in one of the most bitterly fought battles 
ever seen in a Virginia convention. Oth- 
er candidates for the nomination were 
Judge W. G. Robertson, of Roanoke, and 
Judge S. W. Williams, of Wythe. 

The body was stampeded for nearly 
two hours and county after county 
changed votes from one candidate to 
another. Secretary of the committee, J. 
T. Lawless, who sides with Jeffries, 
vielded to the inevitable finally and with- 
drew Jeffries name. Anderson was then 
nominated by acclamation. 

Extracts from Platform. 

The platform affirms allegiance to the 
national democratic party, declares ad- 
miration for its leaders, from Jefferson 
to Bryan, and cOmmends Governor Ty- 
ler’s administration. Referring to state 
affairs, it declares the public debts have 
been perfectly and satisfactorily settled 
and interest promptly met; that there 
has been a gain of $300,000 in net revenue 
without increase of rate of taxation; 
that the public school system has been 
steadily maintained and improved, pop- 
ulation has grown, volume of farm prod- 
ucts increased and trade and commerce 
advanced. Rigid economy is promised in 
all departments of state government, and 
it is stated to be the “settled and un- 
flagging purpose of the party to further 
improve the public school systems, to ex- 
tend the greatest possible aid to deserv* 
ing pensioners, and to omit nothing in 
the way of enactment and execution of 
the laws that will tend to promote the 
intellectual and material progress of the 
commonwealth.”’ 

Effective measures to secure the ad- 
vantages of good roads are favored. The 
enactment of a bill modifying the fellow- 
servant doctrine, so as to impose a just 
and reasonable liability upon hazardous 
transportation companies in respect to 
their employees. 

Regarding trusts the platform says: 
“We declare unalterable opposition to 
the criminal trusts and to every illegal 
combination of capital. ‘We denounce 
such trusts as a serious menace to public 
welfare, restricting the opportunities and 
absorbing the substance of the people. 
They are the direct product of partial 
and unjust legislation and a_ reckless 
multiplication of corporations without 
suitable provisions for their control. The 
reports of American freeman must not 
be sacrificed in the interests of corpora- 
tions banded together for their destruc- 
tion. We arraign the republican party 
both for its failure to enforce existing 
laws and to enact others against the 
trusts.’’ 

The platform declares for the selection 
of party candidates by a primary elec- 
tion law and directs the state central 
committee to provide a primary election 
plan for the choice of party candidates 
for the United States senate and for 
all elective state officers, and “(for 
the members of the house of representa- 
tives of the United States, for members 
of the general assembly and for county 
and municipal officers. The enactment 
of a law legalizing primaries is favored.

STRIKE OF THE 


Conlon Will Direct Men Who Are Out 
on Southern.

P. J. Conlon, of Sioux City, Towa, the 
first vice president of the International 
Association of Machinists, has assumed 
the management of the Southern rall- 
way machinists’ strike. He is expected 
in Knoxville this week or early next week 
to familiarize himself with the local con- 
ditions and to temporarily direct the 
strike from this point. Vice President 
Conlon has left Kansas City, where he 
was last week. and it is stated that he 
is now at Memphis conferring with the 
Southern’s machinists att that point. It 
is further stated that he will visit Bir- 
mingham and then will come to Knox- 
ville. 

Upon leaving Knoxville he will visit all 
other cities where Southern railway shops 
are located, including Atlanta, Vice Pres- 
ident Conlon organized the Southern rail- 
way district lodge of the International 
Association of Machjnists in Knoxville 
in May before the st?ike was ordered. 


CONVENTION WAS DISRUPTED. 


Tennessee Operators and Miners Fail 


To Agree. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 15.—(Special.) 
The joint convention of coal operators 
and miners of east Tennessee and south- 
eastern Kentucky, which has been in 
progress here since Tuesday morning for 
the purpose of adopting a scale of wages, 
was disrupted today. All the operators 
in the sections named had been invited 
to attend this convention, but only 
twenty-five accepted. Eight of these, 
representing the Coal Creek operators, 
withdrew Tuesday afternoon. The nine 
representattives from the Jellico district, 
together with three others, withdrew this 
afternoon after a stormy controversy 
lasting since Wednesday morning. 

It was over the admission of the op- 
erators from the Cincinnati Southern rail- 
wav district. They were not members 
of the joint conventions of 1900 or 1899 
and the. Jellico operators opposed their 
admission this year. The miners took 
sides with the Cincinnati Southern op- 
erators. After the Jellico delegation had 
withdrawn the Cincinnati Southern op- 
erators continued the convention with the 
miners and a joint scale committee, rep- 
resenting the two bodies, was appointed 
to prepare a new scale of wages.

Forpedo Boats Whipple, Truxton 
and Worden Slip from Ways 
at Baltimore 


FAR MAIDENS ORENCH 


THEIR BOWS WITH WINE 


‘Boats Are the Largest of Their Type 
in United States Navy, and 
Among the Largest of 
Any Navy in the 
World. 


Baltimore, August 15.—Three additional 
vessels for the United States navy. were 
christened and launched at the ship yards 
of the Maryland Steel Company here 
this afternoon. They are torpedo boat 
destroyers and will be known hereafter 
by the names of Whipple, Truxton and 


Worden. 

When all was in readiness for taunch- 
ing, Miss Isabelle Truxton, of Norfolk, 
Va.. tock her place at the bow of the 
boat Truxton; Fisie Pope, of St. Paul, 
Minn., at the bow of the Whipple, and 
Miss Millie R. Worden at the bow of the 
Worden. Each held itn her hand a bottle 
of champagne incased in silver wire. AS 
each boat in its turn slid from the ways 
into the waters of the Patapsco the bot- 
tles were broken over the bows, 
‘names pronounced by the sponsors and 
the usual cheering, hand clapping and 
waving of hats and handkerchiefs took 
place, accompanied by the din of steam 
whistles and the ringing of bells on the 
dozens of vesselg ‘n the vicinity. 

These boats are the largest of their 
type in the United States navy, and are 
‘gleo among the largest in any navy in 
the world. Thetr comparatively superior 
gize had enabled the designer to provide 
quarters for the officers and crew which 
gare far more commodious than on other 
vessels of their typs. All the furnishing 
in. the cabin is made of metal. Asbestos 
sheathing takes the place of veneering in 
the finishings and wood is totully absent 
from the construction and fittings of the 
“versels. | 

The new boats tn length are 259 feet 
6 inches over all, 248 feet In water line, 
2 feet 3 inches beam, 14 feet 8 inches 
‘deep, and draw 9 feet of water, with 
@ nominal displacement of 433 tons. 

They are supplied with two torp2do 


tubes éach and each boat will have eight - 


rapid-fire guns, of which six will be 6- 

pounders. and the remainder 2-pounders. 
The epproximate cost of each vessel 

when completed will be about $285,009.

Great Obstruction in San Francisco 
Bay Removed. 


TONS OF DYNAMITE ARE USED 


Column of Water and Stone Over 
Thousand Feet in Height 
Thrown Up. 


San Francisco, August 15.—Shortly after 
noon today Arch Rock, one of the greatest 
obstructions -to safe havigation in San 
Francisco bay, .was destroyed, over 30 tons 
Ofni tro-glycerine being employed to re- 
move the rock, which lay about midway 
between Alcatrage island and Lime Point. 
The rock was several acres in extent and 
all but its summit was under water. 

The explosion was set off by electricity, 
and so great was the concussion that rock 
and debris were scattered over a great 
area and a column of water and stone 
over.a thousand feet in height arose from 
the bay. The force of the explosion was 
terrific and could be felt in many sections 
of the city. Large quantities of fish were 
destroyed.

Chamberlain’ ~ Defends Kitchener's 
. Proclamation .ati@ Says. .That 
It Is the Only Way To End 
the War--Denounced 
by. Pro-Boers. 


‘London, August 15.—The waning: session 
of the house of commons was enlivened 
today by a vigorous tilt between Sir Wil- 
liam Vernon Harcourt, IMberal,‘ and Mr. 
Chamberlain, the colonia] secretary, over 
Lord Kitchener's proclamation. Sir Wil- 
Nam characterized it as a ‘mischievous 
document, the inspiration of neither Lord 
Kitchener nor Lord Milner, but of the 
ministry of Natal.” He declared the gov- 
ernment, in arming the natives, was re- 
verting to a practice which had left the 
darkest stain on the history of the war 
between England and America. 

The new policy of the government prcm- 
ised to be neither creditable nor effective, 
and was in contravention of all the funda- 
mental principles of the St. Petersburg 
convention. The country would welcome 
an ante-adjournment statement on the 
Status of the wa on’ which it was still 
spendirg £5,000,000 a month, although the 
war was declared ended at the close of the 
last session. 

Mr. Chamberlain said the war agatus 
was clearly indicated by Lord Kitchener's 
weekly reports. He himself had gone cut 
of the prophesying business, but he as- 
sured the speaker that the government's 
attitude was the.only method’ of ending 
the war. The colonial secretary declared 
that the use of native troops was no new 
policy, It had been pursued without ed- 
verse criticism, The Indian troops in 
Cténa had been cooperating with the 
troops of five of the highest civilized pow- 


ers. 
Banishment of Burghers. 


Reganding the banishment of burghers, 
Mr. Chamberlain said Great Britain had 
a perfect right to enact what hws she 
chose for the goyernment of a country 
acquired by conquest, ‘‘The Boers must 
be taught that they. can no longer carry 
on a guerrilla war at no personal risk, 
while Great Britain ‘feeds their women 
and children,” he said. 

He compared the, conditions in South 
Africa and the Philippines:and said the 
policy of America, as declared by General 
MacArthur's proclamation, would certain- 
ly be the policy of Great Britain if the 
campaign degenerates into a war of bun- 
ditti, , 

Regarding the devastation policy, Mr. 
Chamberlain said it was nothing com- 
pared with General Sherman's campaign. 
He had talked with General Shermn him- 
self and Sherman justified his action on 
the ground of humanity. 

Mr. Chamberlain aiso said there wus no 
foundation for the report that Lord Kitch- 
ener was coming home. 

Mr. Asquith denied that there was any 
question of international jaw involved in 
Lord Kitchener’s proclamation. “The peo- 
ple of these territories are both de jure 
and de facto the king’s subjects,” he ccn- 
tinued, ‘“‘and-the proclamation is a warn- 
ing on the lines of the option given to the 
inhabitants of Alsace-Lorraine at the end 
of the Franco-German war. 


Wants the War Ended. 


“At the same time, ‘I hope the govern- 
ment wil] not relax the military efforts to 
end the war.” 

He said he had the utmost confidence 
in Lord Milner, while Lord Kitchener kad 
shown a combination of energy, patience, 
zeal and moderation that would entitle 
him to a high place among the great sol- 
diers of the country. 

Mr. Balfour replying, declared that not 
a horse nor a man would be withdrawn 
from south Africa unless the military sit- 
vation justified it, but that the gcvern- 
ment had every reason to hope that, on 
the reassembling of pdriiament next year, 
they would find warlike operations ip 
south Africa practically over. 

In the course of the debate Mr. Cham- 
berlain denied that negotiations of any 
sort in the interest of peace were pro- 
ceeding. The house sat until 5 o'clock a.

VICIOUS ATTACK 


ON IRISH SOLON 


London Editor Terms Them 
Ruck of Population, 


JOGBERY AND CORRUPTION 


Mark Their Course in Parliament, 
So the Editor Alleges—Commons 
Resent Attack and the 
Writer Is Odered to 
Bar of House. 


London, August 15.—The house of com- 
mons today, on motion of John Red- 
mond, the Irish nationalist leader, or- 
dered the editor and publisher of The 
Globe, an evening paper of London (con- 
servative), to appear at the bar of the 
house tomorrow afternoon for a gross 
breach of privileges of the house in ac- 
cusing the nationalist members of cor- 
ruption in connection with private bill 
legislation, 

The Globe editorial to which the ex- 
ception is taken says: 

“The same spirit and the same motives 
which have made Tammany the syno- 
nym for political obloqguy have made the 
nationalist party what it is. Many con- 
nected with it are the very ruck of the 
population, whose sole object Is to make 
as much money by political jobbery and 
corruption as they can. Any one who 
had connection th Irish private bills, 
corporation contracts and franchises 
across the water can bear ample testi- 
mony to this,”’ 

The Globe, hearing of Mr. Redmond'’s 
proposed action, attempted to ‘explain 
that it had not meant any imputation on 
members of the house of commons, “but 
upon the wire pullers and parasites who 
have made politics in Ireland a profes- 
sion, as their kinsmen have done in New 
York.”’ 

Mr. Redmond, calling attention to the 
‘very degrading and scandalous libel,’ 
said the libel concerned the house of 
commons as a whole far more than the 
Irish members. The latter had not com- 
plained of the violent, rancorous attack 
of Mr. Chamberlain at Blenheim, because 
they knew him of old in connection with 
Irish politics and his opinion was value- 
less. But the charge of personal corrup- 
tion was a different matter and the 
house ought to vindicate its own honor. 
He moved that the house declare The 
Globe's article to be a gross breach of 
the privileges of the house. ; 

Mr. Balfour, the government leader, 
concurred, He said there could not be 
the smallest doubt that a breach of priv- 
lege of the gravest character had been 
committed. He could not imagine an 
accusation more unjustifiable. At the 
same time, in regard to the course to 
be taken, he had always held that the 
house could not commit greater folly 
than to enter Into a controversy with the 
press. 

Mr. Asquith, liberal, and Mr. Healy, 
nationalist, supported Mr. Redmond, 
whose motion was adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Redmond next proposed the motion 
that the editor and publisher of The 
Globe be ordered to appear at the bar 
of the house tomorrow afternoon. The 
motion was carried unanimously. :

The African colony of Liberia, founded 
in a wonderful transport of KMealism by 
religious men, assisted by the civilized ne- 
groes of America, is rapidly taking the 
same road with that of Haiti. Whoever 
has closely studied the negroes of the An- 
tilles and of the southern states of the 
union, and has judged of the conditions 
jn these countries without prejudice, will 
admit that the same fundamental] fact ex- 
ists there; the negro does not remain civ- 
ilized except through contact with the

Inspector Seybolt Tells How Cu- 
ban Accounts Were Doctored 


AIDED BY HIS ACCOMPLICES

When the Inspector Made Investi- 
gation Neely Was Prepared To 
Explain FEverything—De- 
faulter Furnished with 
Balances. 


San Francisco, August 15.—In arcord- 
ance with instructions recelved from At- 
torney General Knox, United States At- 
torney Woodworth has taken the depost- 
tion of George L. Seybolt in the case of 
the United States against Charles W. 
Neely, the postal officer accused of short- 
age in accounts while in Havana. Seybolt 
was formerly a postoffice inspector anal 
was detailed to investigate the manage- 
ment of the Cuban system. His deposi- 
tion contains the following information 
in regard to the investigation made on 
April 23, 1900: 

“A smal] excess was found in money 
orders and when Neely’s attention was 
called to this matter he stated that he 
was in some doubt as to the exactness of 
his accounts and that he had put in some 
money so there should not be any short- 
age. Neely had figures showing his bal- 
amces, but who furnished him with the 
information Seybolt could not gay. 


Neely Expected Officers. 


The balance in Neely’s possession, the 
witness stated, was similar to the ones 
furnished as part of the equipment for 
the investigation from the auditor's office, 
which led him to believe that Neely was 
prepared for the investigation, The lat- 
ter had no postal funds on hand. He nad 
stamps and stamped paper together with 
a certificate of deposit from tlie treas- 
urer of the island in an amount sufficient 
to meet all balances furnished by the 
auditor. The mioney order funds were 
counted and corresponded with the state- 
ments furnished Seybolt. The postal ma- 
teria] in all broken packages was counted, 
The packages that had not been broken, 
or where the seals appeared to be intact 
were taken at the department count, 

Neely told the witness in explanation of 
why he had no postal funds that his funds 
had been deposited in the North American 
Trust Company’s bank on Saturday and 
this was Monday. He produced a certifi- 
cate of deposit, showing that he had made 
a deposit of about $8,000 on the Saturday 
previous. 

Ex-Postmaster Thompson Convicted. 

Washington, August 15.—Fourt Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Bristow has se- 
ceived a cablegram from Inspector Gen- 
eral of Posts in Cuba Fosnes, stating that 
the trial of E. P. Thompson, formerly 
postmaster at Havana, has been con- 
cluded and Thompson convicted.

Michael Davitt Tells How Ireland 
Is Being Depopulated by 
Emigration, 


FORTY THOUSAND LEAVE 
THEIR LAND EVERY YEAR 


\ Emigration Drawirg Heart’s Blood 
Out of Island—O’Donovan Rossa 
Says Nothing Can Be Ob- 
tained frcm England 
Save by Sword. 


Chicago, August 15.—Four thousand 


Chicago Irish-Americans gathered at 
Sunnyside park this afternoon on the 
twenty-sixth annual demonstration of the 
United Irish Societies, commemorating the 
three hundred and second anniversary of 
the victory of Yellow Pass and the three 
hundred and third anniversary of Hugh 
O’Nelll’s victory over the English at Yel- 
low Ford. 

A meeting nearly equal in strength to 
that at Sunnyside park was held as Os- 
wald’s grove under the auspices of the 
- Trish nationalists, At the former meeting 
Michael Davitt was the chief speaker; at 
the latter O'Donovan Rossa. 

Sunnyside was crowded with Irishmen 
when Mr. Davitt arose to speak. After 
contrasting the conditions in Ireland to- 
day with conditions as they existed ‘in 
the early part of the nineteenth century, 
he said: 

“T was in this city addressing the Irish 
societies of Chicago fifteen years ago to- 
day. Within that time fully 500,000 voung 
men and young women have crossed from 
Treland to the United States, not to re- 
turn. ) 

Driven from Their Homes. 

“Allowing half of these to have been 
men. the loss to Treland and the gain to 
the republic would be a quarter of a mil!- 
lion of the younger and brawnier of our 
manhood: this is eight times the number 
of men of another race who. for the last 
two years have for a time beaten one of 
the greatest empires in the world and 
who are still unconquered, and T believe 
unconquerable. by the same power which 
has been mainly instrumental in forcing 
+ ¢Qur;geople from: their own to other coun- 
tries. : 

“T venture to say that our people at 
home, poor as thev are. have subscribed 
$3 for every one given bv our friends and 
kindred here. Tt is not America that has 
been pouring its treasures out to Ire'and: 
it is the other way... Forty thousand of 
our young people come here from the old 
land every year to add to the wealth- 
producing power of the states. Econom- 
fceally valued these emigrants are worth 
$1,000 each to the industrial assets of Un- 
cle Sam.”’ 

A second meeting was held in the even- 
ing at which Mr. Davitt repeated his ad- 
dress. 

Resolutions were adopted annogncing 
faith in the patriotism and ability of the 
men who are directing the Irish cause !n 
Ireland, declaring admiration for and 
sympathy with the Boers and regretting 
that the Tnited States had withheld {ts 
active aid from them. 

Rossa Favors the Sword. 

At Oswald's grove, O'Donovan Rossa in 
his address agreed with Michael Davitt 
that emigration is drawing the heart’s 
blood out of Ireland. but the worst thing 
for the country. declared the speaker. is 
the fact that there is really no disposi- 
tion among the Irishmen to really do any- 
thing. 

“The idea of obtaining anything from 
England,’’ declared Mr. Rossa, “save by 
the sword is nonsense. The policy of Ene- 
land is to drive every Irishmen from fre- 
land and at present she is meeting with 
fair success in this work. Her policy of 
forcing the Irish out of Ireland dates 
back for fully twenty vears and it will 
continue until all Irishmen shall be driven 
from the islands.”’ 

Nothing but force, declared the speaker, 
will avaii to make England change that 
policy. Nothing wilkever be accomplish- 
ed by parliamentary agitation.

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GLOBE GIRDLERS GAZE ON GIBRALTAR ROCK; 
STORIES OF TOM REED TOLD ON BOARD SHIP 
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RAFALGAR BAY, July 22.—(Mailed 
2g at Gibraltar, July 24.—Land! ‘The 

first sight of the much desired ar- 
ticle was obtained from the bridge some 
time during the night, and for several 
hours the outline of two coasts have been 
visible. Far in front of us Gibraltar Rock 
is sticking his grim nose over the tops of 
his nearer brothers. On our right the 
rocky coast of Africa, seemingly almost 
within a stone’s throw; on our left the 
less:rocky, but no !ess interesting, coast 
of Spain. Two continents can be seen at 
one glance, for ahead of us the two coast 
lines seem to come together. 

Out of the Atlantic up the Mediterra- 
nean. We will be at anchor off Gibraltar 
in an hour. We are told that we must 
stay about 2 miles off shore as there 
are no wharfage facilities. but there is a 
Staunch steam launch aboard which en- 
ables us to rise superior to all little dif- 
ficulties of that nature. Soon we will be 
duing a wide-walk act upon real terra 
firma, 

It has been an altogether delightful trip 
across the Atlantic. We left New York 
at a few minutes after 2. o’clock on 
Wednesday, the 10th; we are to reach 
Gibraltar at noon on the 22d. That is as 
I make it out from my calender, and I 
think I’m right, though one day is so 
much like another at sea that there is 
little by which one can record the passage 
of time. It either goes very rapidly or 
very slowly; the difference being entirely 
cependent upon the two factors of weather 
and ship’s company. 

We have had good weather and bad; 
very good when it was good; not particu- 
larly bad at any time. The first day out 
a nasty swell kept us rolling rather badly, 
very much to the discomfiture, it is hard!y 
necessary to add, of the contingent that 
is making a sea trip for the first time. To 
the disc omfiturse of Skipper Nye als.,for he 
had been bragging much that there was 
no roll to the McClellan. Then one night 
there was a good stiff breeze of the kind 
that throws things around in the’ state 
rooms, and as some landlubber of a sailor 
or other underling had left a door open 
which should. have been shut, we were 
given an excellent imitation of the man- 
ner in which a crowd of stewards look in 
their night apparel. Twice the _ thing 
happened that same night, and twice 
were all hands summoned to ba!l out wa- 
ter about half a foot deep in our cabins. 

These wére slightly unpleasant experi- 
ences, but they were the only ones. From 
the weather standpoint, things could hard- 
ly have been better arranged if we had 
been given the making of them. There 
bas been plenty of breeze to 
keep everybody cool, there has not 
been too much breeze for com- 
fort save once or twice; the days 
have been bright and glorious, the nights 
most comfortable. With reading, playing 
cards and sleeping in the daytime, and 
with the band concerts and dancing at 
night, the time has been passed most 
pleasantly. 

There. will, naturally, be much to say 
of the company during the days that are 
to come. Without attempting to go fur- 
ther into the details than I have already 
done, it .8 appropriate to say right here 
that mw more congenial party could pos-

although they had many a political tilt 
cn the floor—this was during the Crisp 
speakership, when Reed was the floor 
leader of the minority, where he showed 
at his best—each was a warm admirer of 
the other. Have you ever heard Cockran 
speak He has a great -ieep voice, and 
when he uses it ne talks all over. Everv 
part of his body is in action from the top 
of his hair to the tips of his toes. He 
had made a powerfui speech, brilliant, 
forceful, throwinz himself into his sub- 
ject soul and oody—particularly body. He 
was being overwhelmed with congratula- 
tions on the democratic siie when Reed 
rose. “‘We have all of us greatly enjoyed 
the speech of the gentleman from New 
York,”". he began with that drawl that 
seemed to cut with a knife. “We always 


. admire the logic of the gentieman from . 
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New York, end only that it is 
wholly physical"’ 

The roar which came from the crowded 
galleries showed that the whole effect of 
Coeckran’s speech had been killed by that 
one sentence, which would live in the 
stories of congressional debates long af- 
ter Cockran had ceased to be a factor in 
politica) life. 

Then, there was his still more famous 
retort to Springer of Illinois. Springer 
was the floor leader, or one of them, for 
the Cleveland edministration, end had 
vust completed a long and _ rather in- 
volved, if not rambling, speech in advo- 
cacy of some bill which was being sup- 
ported by the democratic majority, when 
Reed rcee. 

“Every time the gentleman from Illinois 
opens his mouth he subtracts from the 
sum total of human knowledge!’’ he be- 
gan. What followed was of no cons°- 
quence. That one sentence settled it. It 
has become the classic it deserves to be. 

Though he is out of }.ublic life, the 
Big Speaker hasn't stopped saying things. 
The other day he delivered a lecture +o 
the students of Bowdoin college on 
“History.” 

“History,” he declared, “is the record 
of the lies that have been agreed upon,”

Details. 


Colon, Colombia, August 15.—Raids con- 
tinue almost daily or nigntly along the 
line, owing to the entire absence of mili- 
tary protection. Last night Matachin was

the chief sufferers. Consequently, they 
are daily transferring provisions and mer- 
chandise to Panama, thus intensifying 
want and suffering all along the line. 

Armed ‘guards, consisting of about fifty, 
still accompany each passenger train. The 
presence of the French cruiser Suchet 
tends to allay uneasiness, and the arrival 
of the United States gunboat Machias 1s 
anxiovsly awaited. It is hoped that she 
may get here by Sunday. 

Beyond the loss of dynamite and pow- 
der the railroad has sustained no injury 
end traffic across tha isthmus continues 
without interruption, although far fewer 
local passengers are now crossing. 

The government is concentrating 
troops from the more remote provinces. 
Telegraphic communication with coast 
points is interrupted, and hence nothing 
is known here regardinz the situation et 
Cartagena and Barranquilla. Genera} Al- 
ban has not yet returned to Colon, but 
he is expected at any moment with re- 
iriforcements. Troops continue to patrol 
toth ends of the isthmus at night. 

Bloody Battles in Venezuela. 


Kingston, Jamaica, August 15.—The 
British steamer Darien has arrived here 


fighting Monday on the outskirts of 
Panama and Colon. The rebels were 
steadilv advancing on the towns proper. 

A large number of wounded men be- 
longing to the government troops were 
'taken to Colon Monday. This is regarded 
as an indication of the persistency of the 
rebel attacks. 

The corverted cruiser Namouna has 
been found to be practically useless, 
owing to the bungling attempts to mount 
heavy guns on board her. The Colom- 
bian government is now negotiating for 
the purchase of the steamer Bernard 
Hall. 

The passengers of the Darien say that 
the chances of liberal success are better 
than ever since the commencement of 
the revolution.

Roth sides are committing atrocities 
In the attack made on the government 
troops Sunday. a few miles out of Colon, 
the rebels defeated the government force 
and one of the latter was afterward 
found shot in the abdomen with both 
legs amputated. This was a reprisal for 
the torture bv the government of politi- 
cal prisoners. 


United States To Send Warships. 


Washington, August 15.—It has now 
heen definitely detemined that the United 
States will be represented on the Pacific 
side of the Isthmus of Panama, eas well 
as on the Atlantic side. Thus far the 
Ranger has been held fn readiness at 
San Diego, and the Iowa is coming down 
to San Francisco to be in readiness to 
go south from that point. But while 
the formal orders have not been issued, 
one or the other of these shins is to pro- 
ceed south to look after American in- 
terests. The probabilitv Is that it will 
be the Ranger. as she is further down 
the coast. and the trouble does not anr- 
pear to warrant the presence of a bat- 
tleship. 

The state de-artment is without any 
additional word from Colombia or Vene- 
zuela concerning the disorders. 

At the Venezuelan legation, Senor Pu- 
lido. charge d'affaires, expressed a firm 
belief that there was no actual war be- 
tween his country and Colombia, for, he 
said. he would be immediatelv cabled if 
war between the two countries had been 
declared. or even was imminent. 

French Editors Accuse America. 


Paris. August 16.—Paris papers con- 
‘tinue to regard the attitude of the United 
States in Central America with suspicion. 

The Temns, in an editorial, says: 

“The salvation of the Latin race in the 
states of Central and South America lies 
in federation and union. Their ~resent 
vices and divisions keep them in a feeble 
condition. which places them at the mer- 
cy of the formidable Anglo-Saxon con- 
federation in the north, whose policy ex- 
tends its cupiditv over the entire conti- 
nent, which it has »roclaimed its own 
by the Monroe doctrine. 

‘What was originally a moral protec- 
torate, the United States aims by de- 
grees to render effective with or without 
a Pan-American congress. 

“The conflict between Colombia and 
Venezuela serves this policy so well that 
one cannot but feel the hand of Ameri- 
cans is in the imbroglio. It furnishes 
them with the desired pretext for sending 
a squadron to both sides of the isthmus 
and exercising jurisdiction and _ police 
control by virtue of the treaty of 1846 
with Colombia, in the district of the 
inter-oceanic canal, which they mean to 
have all to themselves by tearing up, if 
necessary, the Clayton-Bulwer treaty by 
which they agreed with England on its 
neutrality.” 


Allege Isthmus Is in Danger. 


The Francais says: 

‘Americans are impatiently seeking an 
opportunity of laying hands on the 
Isthmus of Panama, and should an op- 
portunity not present itself are deter- 
mined to provoke it. 

‘Already Yankee journalists and diplo- 
matists are declaring the United States 
has no need of a pretext for occupying 
the isthmus. They point to the treaty

The Counties Should Act. 


The progressive counties of Geor- 
gia have this year such an opportu- 
nity for making an exhibit of their 
resources as ‘has never been offered be- 
fore.: 

There are two fairs to be held—the 
Southern Interstate fair in Atianta and 
the Georgia State fair in Savannah. 
As ten days elapse between the clos- 
ing of the one and the opening of the 
other, there is the double opportunity 
of either capturing or dividing the 
premiums offered. The managers of the 
Southern Interstate fair have offered 
large prizes for county exhibits, the 
first $1,000, the second $500 and the 
third $300. The winners of these prizes 
will have ample opportunity to dis- 
mantle in Atlanta and set up in Sa- 
vannah. The railroads added to the 
attractiveness of the offer by con- 
tributing free transportation. 

The entries for individual exhibits 
are larger than ever, but there is 
some hesitation about the combined 


efforts. No matter how many prizes /| 


individuals in a county may gain, they 
will not: receive the credit that would 
attach to a collective display. This fact 
is appreciated by the citizens of Cobb 
eounty, where the prize winners have 
united to make a county display. 
There ig still time for other counties 
to act. A victory would be worth the 
effort. ; 
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Standing by Their Own. 

It id gratifying to learn from The 
Albany Herald that the people of that 
section are standing by the colored 
farmer, Deal Jackson, in his claim for 
the honor of having produced the first ; 
bale of cotton for the present year. 

Jackson is one of the most successful 
farmers in Dougherty county, having 
made as much as $4,000 a year from 
his crop. For several years he has 


ceeding to the honor held by the late 
Hon. Primus Jones. He has always 
had the warmest encouragement of the 
white people by whom he was known, 
including Hon. Henry M. McIntosh, 
editor of The Herald. He brought in 
the first bale, as usual, this year, but 
it was turned down in Savannah. “This 
decision,”’ says The Hereld,-‘‘has not 
been acquiesced in by a number of 
prominent cotton men in this city and 
in Savannah, and Deal Jackson him- 
genuine.” Jackson himself has met 
a card, in which he says: 

I don’t propose to make a fight over the 
first bale question. ‘“‘By their works shalt 
thou know them.” One hand is now pick- 
ing in my fleld from 100 to 1680 pounds of 
cotton per day,and I expect to havein Al- 
bany twenty or twenty-five bales by the 
ist of September. Ido not look for justice 
from everybody. 

This little incident should answer 
the charge that negroes have no op- 
portunity in the south. At the mo- 
ment that armed men and hostile 
preachers refused to let colored men 
alight from the cars in Illinois negroes 
like Jackson in Georgia were bring- 
ing into harvest from 25 to 30 bales 
of cotton each, 
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Our American Corn Crop. 

In connection with the shortage this 
year in the American corn crop due 
to the protracted drought it is inter- 
esting to note that nearly four-fifths 
of the world’s entire output of corn is 
produced in the states of the middle 
west, where the bulk of the American 
crop is grown. 

According to official statistics cover- 
ing the year 1900, the corn crop ef the 
world was 2,631,378,145 bushels, and 
of this output the United States pro- 
duced 2,105,102,516 bushels, Austria- 
Hungary, 142,000,000 bushels; Mexico, 
111,704,938 bushels; Roumania, 80,000,- 
000 bushels; Italy, 60,000,000 bushels; 
Argentina, 48,000,000 bushels; Bulga- 
ria, 34,000,000 bushels; Russia, 30,- 
000,000 bushels; Canada, 20,000,000 
bushels, and Egypt, 20,000,000 bughels. 

So large is the output of the Ameri- 
can crop of corn that in addition to 
supplying our own domestic wants it 
furnishes large quantities for foreign 
export, and even when we deduct sev- 
eral hundred thousand bushels to cover 
the amount of this year’s prospective 
shortage on acccunt of the drought, 
there will still be enough left not only 
to satisfy our own demands, but to 
divide with our neighbors beyond the 
seas. 

Another interesting item which goes 
to show the magnitude of the Ameri- 
can cotton crop is that in 1900 all the 
world outside of the United States did 
not produce as much corn as the com- 
bined states of Iowa and Illinois,

TREND OF CURRENT TOPICS. 


The dismantling of mills, such as is 
now going on at McKeesport, presents a 
problem which will grow in importance 
as time passes. Heretofore not even gov- 
ernments have assumed to wipe out a 
community in reprisal because of differ- 
ence of opinion. Admitting the provoca- 
tion in this case that the mayor of Mc- 
Keesport had refused municipal protec- 
tion, officers of county and state remain- 
ed to whom appeal could have been 
made. But even in the event of failure all 
around, the demonstration that a cor- 
poration ean tear up and destroy a whole 
community, notwithstanding its collateral 
rights, is suggestive. What was been 
done to McKeesport today may be done 
to Chicago tomorrow, or to New Or- 
leans next day. The Cincinnati Post 
sounds this note of alarm, 
linger long after the strike itself shall 
have ended, 


Sapp Is a Forward Fighter. 

Kentucky is in the enjoyment of a re- 
publican revenue collector named Sapp, 
who seems to be in advance of the pro- 
cession. He has been accused of violat- 
ing the civil service law, but laughs at 
his accusers in possession of the presi- 
dential confidence. The Courier-Journal 
says: 

“His party-in Kentucky has formally 
demanded in ite piatforms the abolition 
of civil service reform, and Sapp, without 

aiting for congress to comply, has 
simply abolished it for himsefif; The fight 
that has been.made on him by his fellow 
republicans has not been made on the 
ground of his abrogation of the civil ser- 
vice laws. That might be used against 
him by his republican opponents if they 
thought it would be effective, even 
though they are as much opposed to 
civil service reform as Sapp is. They 
know that the chief violator of the spirit, 
if not the letter, of these laws, is the 
president himself, and that Sapp would 
have been removed long ago if the presi- 
dent were a sincere civil service fe- 
former. They are not wasting their time 
fighting Sapp on his record as a civil 
service reform smasher,.”’ 


There Are Others. 

It would be treacherous, however, to 
follow the course of republican sinuosity 
when it comes to getting a pull on the 
treasury. The New York Times is re- 
sponsible for an item of intelligence 
which sheds a ray of light on the sys- 
tem under which the federal treasury 
disburses about $150,000,000 a year: 

“AT popes rt made by Colonel Barnes, of 
the Eighth Kentucky infantry in the 
civil war, describing a reconnoissance in 
force at Lookout mountain, November 
24, 1863, had been examined by the writer, 
and ah extract from it is published in 
which seventeen soldiers were branded 
by mame for cowardice. They ali skulk- 
ed. One of them said that he had been 
sent to the rear by a eupessoe officer, and 
as he had preyiously haved well, he 
was given the tenefit of the doubt. Turn- 
ing to the pension list, the writer finds 
the names of these seventeen men on it 
at the present time. Fifteen of them are 
drawing the pensions in person. One is 
represented on the list by his mother and 
one by his widow. The question natural- 
ly arises, how did these seventeen men, 
who took such good care of themselves 
in the war thirty-eight years ago, hap- 
pen to be, without a single exception, 
pensionable persons?’ 


The Changes of Forty Years. 

The veteran journalist, BH. A. Godkin, 
is not dead, if a letter printed in The 
Evening Post is evidence of life. Mr. 
Godkin has been revisiting his native 
England after an absence of forty years. 

“At the time I refer to, the poor man 
in Mngland who had ever left his home 
was somewhat of a prodigy; now nearly 
half of his substance goes in excursion 
fares. A dissenting minister used to be 
an object of abhorrence and contempt; 
now he is quoted in parliament wv poli- 
ticians. A lord used to be an object of 
dread and reverence; now he is hardly 
better than a foreign count. In the Eng- 
land that I remember, third-class pas- 
sengers on the then newly built railroads 
stood in boxes like cattle; now they sit 
on cushioned seats, tHe third-olass cars. 
being so like the first-class that the gen- 
try have largely taken to using them.” 

“But the greatest social change is that 
wrought by the multitude of Americans 
to be seen everywhere, ‘bothering hotel 
keepers for ice, hiring all the convey- 
ances and crowding the theaters and 
churches, * * * The American who, in 
any profession, enjoys ever so slight a 
distinction at home has little idea what 
a great man he is until he comes to Eng- 
land.’ There are no longer secluded spots 
in Engiand, such a habit of. excursion 
has seized upon the people. The famous 
locality of the Lake poets ‘is so overrun 
with tourists that the road through the 
mountains seems to be l¢ to a fair,’ 
Any place that has a touch of American- 
ism in its history is apt to be so overrun 
that the inhabitants want to move 
away.”

A new type of romancer, the cantaloupe 
Munchausen, has appeared in Georgia. 
While some other fruits many vegetab)>s, 
and nearly a!l cereals have suffered from 
the partial drought, the cantaloupe grow- 
ers of Georgia declare that they have 
increased their bank accounts thousands 
o~ dollars from the crop this year. One 
farmer living in Albany marketed from 
a 200-acre fleld a crop of Rocky Ford can- 
taloupes that brought him $18,000. The 
expense of cultivating and mark2‘ting this 
crop he puts at $6,000, leaving him $12.00 
ahe Otner persons with smaller plant- 
Ings have done quite as well proportion- 
ately. One young man planted a W-acre 
patch near Albanv, and up to date he has 
marketed about 1,500 crates at prices rang- 
ing from $1.5 to $3.50 a crate. Growers 
could dispose of their crop at good prices 
in their fielés without having to take 
chances with the ratlroads and commis- 
sion men, such was the demand. But 
those who shipped to reli: able commission 
houses on consignment ‘‘struck it rich.” 
receiving for their crop not less than $4 
a crate. A refrigerating car holds 40 
crates, $1,600 a car, and there is money 
in cantaloupes at $1 a crate. A car that 
brings $1,600 nets the grower more than 
$1,000. The epeomaiers have made huge 
rrofits, too. uying from the growers at 
rrices ranging from $1.56 to $2. 
they have shipped to the nort 
eastern markets and sold for $4 and $4.50, 
thus making large profits at small risk. 
One New York man, with plenty of ready 
capital and good connections, is said to 
have cleared about $25,000 in two weeks. 
There are Tany persons in Georgia who 
haye caught the “cantaloupe fever” and 
it is predicted that the acreage in one 
cour.ty next spring will be ten times what 
it is now.

No man ought .to be hung without a 
fair trial and a thorough sifting of the 
evidence. But when he has had such a 
trial, then no power ought to set aside 
or delay the execution of the sentence. 
The prevalence of lynch law in the south 
almost always used to hang negroes who 
outraged white women, is due to the un- 
willingness to compel a lady to g0 
through. the ordeal of cross-examination 
and detail the horrors that are worse 
than death and to the long and weari- 
some delays of carrying out the decrees 
of the court. Many people are influenced 
to excuse lynching because so many crim- 
inals by this or that technicality escape 
punishment for their crime. And there 
is one crime for which there must be 
but one punishment, and it ought to be 
meted out swiftly and by due process of 
law. If the courts prevent speedy pun- 
ishment, experience has proved that the 
people will take the law in their own 
hands wherever a brute has assailed a 
good woman, Indeed, the righteous in- 
dignation of true men against such brutes 
is so intense that, even when it is known 
that courts will hang speedily, many men 
are found who openly advise lynching. 
To convert these men into upholders of 
the orderly and legal punishment of crime 
and hold up the hands of the defenders of 
the law, it is the high duty of all public 
officials to exert every effort to secure 
fair trials and a speedy punishment of 
meni convicted. Otherwise Judge Lynch 
will oe over such cases.

Mother’s Action Stands in the Way 
of Daughter’s Release from 
Penal Confinement.

Becatise of the inheritance dy her 
daughter of $500, the mother of Delly 
Pritchett. the infanticide, has. declined to 
relinquish her parental control over the 
latter, thereby ‘precluding the _ girl's 
chance of ooquring pardon from life penal 
sentence. ‘ 

For some timé past the prison commis- 
sion has delayed final action in regard to 
the girl who was convicted in the Chero- 
kee county superior court of taking the 
life of her child. A petition carrying much 
weight was presented to the prison com- 
mission recently by the attorneys of Mrs. 
J. Lindsay Johnson, president of the 
State Federation of Woman’s Clubs, and 
of Mrs. E. A. Horne. The petition sccks 
to secure a pardon ‘for Dolly Pritchett, 
and while the commission is disposed to 
take favorable action regarding the ap- 
plication, the stipulation that the girl be 
sent to the Home of the Good Shepherd at 
Georgetown, D. C. is demanded by the 
cofamission before her pardon f:om the 
penitentiary will be granted. This the 
State Federation of Woman’s Clubs 
agreed to do. The prison commission fur- 
ther required that the mother of Dolly 
Pritchett waive parental authority over 
the girl before the pardon will be rec- 
ommended, 

Recently the girl's father died, be- 
inheritance by her daughter of this money 
Mrs. Pritchett has declined <o release her 
parental] guardianship. The brother of 
the girl is administrator of the estate and 
has urged his mother to relinquish her 
authority and allow a guardian to be ap- 
pointed, as the money he now holdg for 
his sister would be placed in the hands of 
the guardian. There is no chance for the 
girl to secure her legacy s@ long as she 


remains in the penitentiary. 

It is probable that an application will 
be presented to the ordinary of Cherokee 
county for the appointment of a guard- 
jan for the girl. This action is urged on 
the ground of Mrs. .Pritchett’s unfitness 
for the guardianship. in the event of 
legal] sanction being given to this pro- 
ceeding the law could name a guardian 
fox’ the girl. Her pardon could then be 

ted in accordance with the require- 
ments of the prison commission, and the 
girl could be placed under the mora] in- 
ee of-a reformatory.

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CRESCEUS, FAST TROTTER, 
VICTOR OVER THE ABBOTT 


New York, August 15.—The $12,000 spe- 
cial trotting match at Brighton Beach 
today between the world’s champion trot- 
ter, Cresceus, 2:024%, and The Abbott, 
2:034, resulted in a splendid victory for 
Cresceus. The race was witnessed by 15,- 
000 persons, a larger crowd than was ever 
seen before on a New York trotting track. 

The trotting interests of the Empire City 
have not received such a boom in a quar- 
ter of a century as was developed today, 
when, under the auspices of the New 
York Trotting Association, the champion 
stallion and champion gelding, Cresceus 
and The Abbott, came together. The Ab- 
bot with his record of 2:08% of last season, 
and Cresceus with his mark of 2:02%, 
made at Columbus, were to decide the 
question of which was the one to go down 
in history as the fastest trotting horse 
now living. 

The weather was perfect for the great 
trial, and the ‘track was like velvet, 
though probably a second slow. Several 
times during the afternoon both horses 
put in some preliminary work and each 
time they passed the crowd there was 
great enthusiasm, 


Cresceus Gets the Pole. 

About 3:30 o’clock the drivers, Ketcham 
and Geers, appeared before the grand- 
stand and obtained their positions for a 
Start by the flip of a coin. Luck was 
with the driver of Cresceus, as he secured 
the pole, a decided advantage when two 
horses so nearly equal in point of record 
are considered. When, a little later, the 
horses came from the paddock, they were 
wildly cheered and looked fit for the work 
before them. Each was. driven up and 
down the stretch for a warming up. 

When they reported to the starter Cres- 
ceus was slightly in the lead and they 
were called back. The next time down, 
however, they were nose and nose, Cres- 
ceus rushed to the front and gained a 
lead of a-length, which he held to the 
quarter, making that mark in :30%. This 
lead The Abbott had slightly reduced at 
the half, which was reached in 1:01%4, and 
he was a very close second at the three- 
quarter pole in 1:32%. Coming down the 
stretch is was a battle royal, with The 
Abbott very close up, but Cresceus man- 
aged to beat his opponent by a half 
length in 2:08%, the world’s trotting rec- 
ord in a race. To say that the announce- 
ment created tumultuous applause only 
faintly conveys the meaning of the ex- 
pression. 


The Abbott Distanced. 


A little over half an hour had expired 
when the two grand horses came out for 
their second trial, and were started under 
the same conditions that existed in the

ARE TO ENCAMP .AT BILOXI. 


Preparations for Two Regiments of 
Mississippi Troops.

Apropos of recent agitation relative to 
the erection here of a coliseum for bicy- 
cle racing, there is every indication that 
the plan will be carried successfully 
through in the near future. 

The plan of building an indoor-racing 
circuit in Atlanta originated with Gus 
Castle. Always in touch with matters 
pertaining to cycling, and with an eye to 
the promotion of the sport in this section, 
he has been working for some time on the 
idea of establishing a mammoth cycle 
racing track in this city, believing the 
field a good one. 

Mr. Castie has several plans in view 
looking toward the establishment of the 
coliseum here, but the one which he re- 
gards most favorably is that which wouli 
make “Bobby” Walthour and John H. 
Chapman owners and managers of the 
track. For some time past he has been 
corresponding with these two. stars of 
the cycle world. Both of them favor the 
plan of an Atlanta track and are eager 
to enter into its establishment. 

Recently Walthour broached the matter 
of a southern circuit to the prominent 
riders on the northern circuits. The plan 
suggested was to have the winter races 
occur in Atlanta instead of California. 
The argument in favor of the change is 
that the jump from New York to Cal- 
ifornia is too great, and when the riders 
return to the east they are out of track 
form. They say also that the climatic 
changes do not intend to improve their 
racing condition, pointing out that the 
difference between New York and Geor- 
gia climates would not be as detrimental 
to their welfare. 

Already a great many of the riders have 
expres:ed themselves to Walthour as 
favorable to the plan, among them being 
George Kramer, Owen Kimble and Tom 
Cooper, of the short-distance sprinters, 
and Will Stinson, Jimmie Michaels, Harry 
Elkes, Archie MacEachern, Jimmie Mo- 
ran, Johnnie Nelson, J. W. Cadwell, 
Floyd McFarland and Bennie Monroe, of 
the middle-distance riders. 

Beside these crack cyclists, Chapman 
agrees to bring the best there are on the 
western tracks. Chapman and Walthour 
expect to be in Atlanta this fall, and it 
is confidently expected that soon after 
their crrival here plans for the new coll- 
seum will be matured and the building 
will speedily follow. 

It is the idea to have a track with six 
laps to the mile. The building, as it is 
contemplated, will have a seating capac- 
ity for several thousand persons, and will 
be thoroughly equipped with heating ap- 
paratus for th> winter season. A racing 
season here will probably cover several 
wecks and in that time events, varying 
in distance from to miles, will 
be run. It is also highly probable that a 
six-day race could be arranged, bringing 
together such veterans of these tests of 
endurance as Charley Miller, Waller, 
Pierce, Gimm,. Albert and many new and 
later ones at the game. Many races, such 
as motor-paced events, tandem races and 
others, will be arranged, the entries being 
the fastest riders in the world. 

If the coliseum is bullt. Walthour an- 
nounces that he will make Atlanta his 
headquarters, and will issue a standing 
challenge to any rider in the world to 
meet him on this track to race any dis- 
tance from 10 to 8 miles.

Last Night—Heavy Rains in 
Carolinas Cause Delay of 
Trains and Retard 
Business.

Atianta is likely today to get a share 
of the storm that has been raging along 
the gulf for the past few days, The 
storm here may De in the nature of high 
winds or heavy rains or both. 

The storm on the gulf is one of the 
most violent of recent years and much 
damage has been done*along #he coast. 
The center of the storm is somewhere 
in the gulf below New Orleans, and near- 
ly all the gulf ports have been affected 
by it. Port Eads, La., which is a good 
distance. below New Orleane, has not 
been heard from in three days and it is 
feared that great destruction has been 
wrought there, and also at Mobile, from 
which nothing could be heard last night. 

Forecaster Marbury was seen by a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution last night 
and said: 

“The storm center is located in the gulf 
@ g0od distance out, but has been chang- 
ing its position constantly. All indica- 
tions point to the moving of the storm 
up the Mississippi valley and then east. 
If this develops Atlanta is very likely 
to come in for a good share. We may 
have high winds or heavy rains or we 
may have both. We have been in the 
outskirts of the storm today, which ac-

STATE'S 1901 COTTON CROP 
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SHORT OF YIELD LAST YEAR 


Unless some unforseen and material 
change occurs in the existing conditions, 
the cotton crop of Georgia for this year 
bids fair to approximate between a mil- 
lion ané a million and a quarter of bales. 
The figures, however, can be relied v>on 
only as calculating from the standpoint 
of favorable conditions, the extreme deli- 
cacy and tenderness of the plant admit- 
‘ing of a great variance between esti- 
mate and rsults, should adverse contin- 
gencies arise. 

From records of past vears, the crop 
this year will probably te from a quarter 
to half a million bales under the yield 
of 1898, the largest year’s crop the state 
of Georgia has ever shown. 

Following are the total crops in Geor- 
gia for the past. five years, as taken from 
figures believed to be the most reliable. 
statisticians differ at times in their es- 
timates, but the following is accepted as 
heing more nearly correct: 

In 1897, number of bales, 1,534,000 

In 1898, number of bales, 1,536,000. 

In 1899, number of bales, 1,260,000, 

In 1900, number of bales, 1,345,000. 

Assistant Commissioner of Agriculture 
R. F. Wright said yesterday that until 
recently the outlook for this year’s crop 
was not encourr~'ng. but the prospect 
has grown brighter within the past few 
weeks under tmproved conditions... The 
improvement, however, has not been suf- 
ficiently great to bring the crop up to 
the standard of last year. 

“The conditions today,” sala Mr. 
Wright, “‘are very much improved over 
those of thirty davs ago. The coming 
of rain in some sections has been the 
salvation of crops, although In other sec- 
tions, especially in southwest Georgia, 
the cotton is reported as rusting. A pro- 
tracted wet spell, however, might prove 
of greatest detriment to the crop. 

‘It ts absolutely impossible to predict 
at this time, with any degree of accu- 
racy.”’ he continued, “‘just what the out- 
come of the cotton crop in Georgia will 
be, Should everything remain favorable 
from now on, Georgia will.make a fairly 
g00d cotton crop. But, up to the last 
fifteen or thirty de-« the conditions were 
much more unfavorable than at the cor- 
responding time last year. The improve- 
ment fn conditions in this time has been 
very considerable. 

“Cotton is later this year, from two 
to three weeks. than usual. This is at- 
tributable to the cold, backward spring. 
and again, the heavy rains and overflows 
coming soon afterwards, caus¢d a vast 
amount of cotton acreage to be planted 
either in corn or some other crop. Scar- 
city of jabor also proved a factor which 
is, in part responsible for the tardiness 
of the crop. On this account the grass 
and weeds have overrun the fields in 
some places, and quite a deal of cotton 
was abandoned of put to other nyur- 
poses.”’ 

Crop Conditions in the South. 

The following is the general summary 
and special reports of weather and crop 
comitions throughout the south for the 
week ending August 12, just issued by. the 
department of agriculture at Washington: 

General Summary. 


The week ending August 12 has been one of 
very favorable temperature conditions in the 
districts east of the Rocky mountains, with 
beneficial rains over a large part of the drought 
area, Drought, however, continues in the Ohio 


.vatley” and in pertions of Tennessee rand the 


upper lake region, while excessive rains have 
caused destructive freshete in the Carolinas and 
proved injurious in portions of Georgia, Florida 
and Alabama. Extremely hot weather in the 
interior of California caused rapid ripening of 
fruit and serious injury to grapes in some 
places, 

Late corn has experienced material !mprove- 
ment in the states of the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri valleys and in Kentucky and Tennessee, 
and with favorable temperature conditions in 
September the yield in the Missouri valley 
will be larger than Indicated by previous re- 
ports, In Ohio, Indiana and central and south- 
ern Illinois, the condition of the crop has fur- 
ther deteriorated, especially in southwestern 
Ohio. In the Atlantic coast districts corn has 
made excellent progress, 

Rains have interrupted spring wheat harvest, 
which, however, is nearly finished over the 
southern portion of the spring wheat regivon, 
and caused Jodging in portions of North Da- 
kota, where the grain is reported as shrunken 
and heads not well filled, as a result of late 
excessive heat, Wheat harvest on the north 
Pacific coast is in active progress with yields 
exceeding expectations, 

Further improvement in the condition of cot- 
ton is generally reported from the central and 
eastern portions of the cotton belt, although 


“rust and shedding are more or less indicated, 


especially in Georgia, Florida and portions of 
Alabama, where too much rain has fallen in 
localities. Over much of the western part of 
the cotton belt and in portions of the central 
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districts cotton is suffering for rain, and in the 
drought region of Texas is falling rapidly. 
Picking is in general progress in Texas, ex- 
cept in the northern counties. 

In the middle Atlantic states and New Eng- 
land tobacco has made favorable progress, ¢x- 
cept in portions of Maryland, where the crop 
on lowlands has been injured by too much 
rain. In Kentucky and in portions of Tennes- 
see the crap is greatly improved, but in south- 
western Ohio tt has been seriously damaged by 
drought. 

All reports from districts east of the Rocky 
mountains indicate an extremely light and in- 
fertor apple crop, although the outlook is 
slightly improved in Kansas and Missouri, 

Plowing for fall seeding has made very fa- 
varable progress, except in the Ohio valiey, 
where the soll is too dry. 


Special} Telegraphic Reports, 
Virginia—Richmond: Good growing weather 
} continues and corn and tebaeco are making 
excellent progress; pastures fine; nd in 
good order and plowing for fall wheat general; 
turnips, german clover and second crop of Irish 
potatoes beIng seeded; gardens and sweet po- 
tatoes doing well; millet and late grass being 
cut; peaches rotting locally; apples falling. 

North Carolina—Raleigh: Heavy rains Mon- 
Gay to Wednesday caused freshets. with some 
damage by washing land, but rainfall gen- 
erally beneficial and followed by clear, warm, 
favorable weather; cotton improved, thinly boll- 
ed, but holding fruit well; all late corn quite 

romising, old corn matured, of inferior qual- 
ty; peanuts and sweet potatoes very thrifty; 
fruit generally inferior. 

uth Carolina—Columbia: General rains 
were beneficial, but over northeastern counties 
freshets destroyed lowland crops; ideal grow- 
ing weather and marked !mprovement in all 
crops, except old corn and tobacco; cotton 
now has fair growth and is well fruited, with 
little rust or shedding and few lice, some flelds 
very fine and earliest opening; young corn and 
peas are promising; tobacco cutting unfinished; 
rice heading well, 

Georgia—Atlanta: Abundant rainfall ‘in 
Northern and middle sections benefited all 
crops, particularly cotton, which is in fine 
condition except where damaged locally by 
rust and shedding; in southwestern counties 
too much rain has caused cotton to rust and 
shed in some fields, but crop is fruiting heavily 
and opening in numerous localities; fodder 
pulling progressing rapidly. 

Florida—Jacksonville: Frequent rains follow- 
ed by hot sunshine over large portion of cotton 
Gistricts caused cotton to shed, and in some 
sections it is suffering from rust, bottom crop 
short, in fair state of cultivation, picking quite 
general; corn well advanced and 8 gO crop; 
cane, citrus fruits and minor crops doing well; 
Preparations being made for fall vegetables and 
strawberries, 

Alabama—Montgomery: 
beneficial rains, though slightly excessive in 
some central and southern counties; cotton 
bolling well, some open, none picked, condition 
generally satisfactory, though reports of rot, 
rust and shedding more numerous; early corn 
being gathered, yield light, late much im- 
proved; fodder pvlling progressing slowly; 
minor field crops improved; turnip seeding be- 
coming general. 

Mississippi—Vicksburg: Moderate showers in 
south and middle portions; light in north; corn 
maturing, yield better than half crop except 
in north, where late corn is deteriorating; cot- 
ton stopped growing and is shedding badly on 
uplands in many northern counties, but doing 
fairly well on lowlands and very promising 
in south, although few damaging features, well 
fruited, beginning to open; fodder pulling con-

Loulsiana—New Orleans: Good rains in south- 
east portion, dry in northwest portion; sugar 
cane about average and growing rapidly; rice 
improved, early crop ripening and some har- 
vested; cotton doing. well over southeastern 
portion and along Mississippi river, elsewhere 
crop needs rain, some complaints of rust and 
shedding in west-central parishes; corn poor, 
except in southern portion, early planting ma- 
turing, good yield, late planting improved. 

Texas—Galveston: Showers over limited area 
} in northeast and along gulf coast and dry else- 
where, especially in central portion, where se- 
vere drought prevails; cotton doing fairly well 
where rain fell, where drought prevails it is 
failing fast, complaints of shedding, blooming 
to top, and premature.opening, picking general 
except in northern counties; early corn matur- 
Ing rapidly and being gathered; late corn suf- 
fering for rain; rice in good condition. 

Arkansas—Little Rock: Temperature about 
normal; rain in most districts, but unevenly 
distributed; late corn improved in most locati- 
ties; cotton generally in fair to good condition, 
but some complaint of shedding and damage by 
rust; fruit generally in poor condition; late 
potatoes being planted, but not coming up to 
xood stands. 

Kentucky—Loutsville: Temperature 
above normal; showers quite general, 
in the north-central portion; decided 
improvement in crop conditions over 
Sreater portion of the state, but rains 
too late to repair large part of injury; early 
corn only good for fodder; late corn and to- 
bacco greatly improved and with favorable 
conditions may make cansiderable showing;

ennessee—Nashville: Good rains fell over

Local rains continue to improve condition of 
cotton, grass, cane, late corn, kaffir, castor 
beans and late fruit; some localities still cuf- 
fering for rain; cotton bolling and fruiting 
well and generally in good condition; fall plow- 
ing, haying, planting of forage crops and pota- 
toes in progress.

The pipe 
is all subjected to the most exhaustive 
tests after it reaches the city. Mr. Dim- 
mick says his company proposes to sub- 
stitute perfect pipe for the several mains 


that failed under test. 

Superintendent Woodward stated yes- 
terday that all of the large pipe that had 
been received was found to be in splendid 


condition. 

To a reporter for The Constitution Mr. 
Dimmick had the following to say in re- 
gard to the matter: 

‘I came over immediately upon learn- 
ing that there was some complaint about 
the pipe we have shipped to the city. Out 
of about one thousand tons three or four 
defective pipe have been found, and it is 
possible that there may not be another 
bad pipe in- the whole lot. It is not an 
indication that the lot is bad to find a 
few pipe that are not éntirely perfect. In 
fact, it is always expected that in a big 
lot of pipe some defective pieces will be 
found. Our contract with the city re- 
quires that after being laid the pipe shall 
be tested by a water pressure far in ex- 
cess of the ordinary pressure in your 
mains, and it was under this extraordi- 
nary pressure that the pipe broke.

“Slight defects will sometimes occur in 
pipe which no care or skill in manufac- 
ture can avoid. To guard against this 
every pipe that we have shipped has been 
subjected at the foundrv to a water pres- 
sure of 300 pounds to the square inch and 
carefull? inspected.

We have been shipping pipe made at the 
same time and in the same pits as the 
Atlanta pipe to other large cities, the 
officials of which are very exacting, and 
all the pipe we have shipped has been 
pronounced entirely satisfactory and 
first-class in every respect. 

“T am pleased that the board has de- 
cided to put an inspector at the foundry. 
Nearly all up-to-date cities do this, and 
I am not surprised that Atlanta should. 
We are glad to have them do so in order 
that they may know that we use only 
the best material and skilled labor, and 
that they may witness the thorough test 
that we make. We are furnishing good 
pipe to the city, and will continue to do 
so.

McCandless’ bid, which was the lowest 
submitted, was for $2.08 a square yard. 

At the next meeting of council, which 
occurs Monday afternoon, the streets 
committee will recommend that the bid 
be accepted. It will then be necessary 
for tae city attorney to draft the proper 
contract between the contractor and the 
city and a resolution will be prepared, di- 
rected to the board of county commis- 
sioners, asking that body to begin the 
work of grading and filling on the street. 

The improvement on the street contem- 
plates making a fill of about five feet at 
Brotherton street. The county, when the 
matter was first discussed, agreed to do 
the grading that was necessary to bring 
the street to the proper grade before the 
asphalt was to be laid. The work is ex- 
pected to begin in a short time. 

To Extend Old Powers Street. 

The committee also reported favorably 
on the proposition of Frank P. Rice to 
give the city certain land, between Wil- 
liams and Orme streets, for che continu- 
ation of West Peachtree place, formerly 
known as Powers street. The gift was 
made with the express understanding 
that the city would do all the necessary 
grading, lay sidewalks and curbing and 
would pave the street with chert. The 
extension will be next to the Williams 


street school, 

The committee will recommend that the 
name of Bush street be changed to West- 
ern avenue. It was also decided to 
recommend that Johnson .’avenue be 
paved with chert at a cost not to exceed 
$423, which is the balance in the chert 
fund to the credit of the fourth ward. 

The committee likewise favored paying 
Ww. C. Pease $174.70 for extra work in- 
curred in raising the brick store at the 
corner of Edgewood avenue and Butler 
street. The petition of J. W. Goldsmith, 
Ww. J. Houston and others asking that 
the city adjust the entrances of certain 
property on the line of the Whitehall 
street viaduct were referred to the claims 
committee for consideration and report.

FEUD BETWEEN FAMILIES 
CAUSED MUCH, LITIGATION 


A feud which recently sprang up be- 
tween two families in Tampa, Ga., has 
caused half a dozen law proceedings. 

Tampa is a little place a few miles 
from Atlanta, on the line to the Chat- 
tahoochee river. Here for many years 
Sol Dorkens has lived with his family 
in peace, earning his livelihood by bring- 
ing mineral water to Atlanta from a lit- 
tle spring near his place of residence 
and selling it here. Some time ago Mrs. 
Anna Kinsey moved into the neighbor- 
hood, bringing with her two sons and a 
daughter. Where before there was peace, 
there is now war. 

The ball was set to rolling by the Kin- 
seys. One of the two boys, nearly 20 
years old, tossed a few rocks in the di- 
rection of one of Dorkens’ children. The 
father immediately swore out a warrant 
in the criminal court of Atlanta against 
young Kinsey. Before it could be served, 
however, Kinsey was introduced.to the 
recorder and for some offense sent to the 
stockade. On being released he was at 
once rearrested and placed in the Tower. 


Mrs. Kinsey then went before Justice 
Puckett and swore out a warrant charg- 


ing assault and battery against Dorkens. 
Dorkens, though declaring himself inno- 
cent of the charge, commenced to believe 
that he was in serious trouble. So he 
agreed to pay the costs In the case and 
to withdraw his charge against the gon. 
He paid the costs but was unable to re- 
lease the prisoner, on account of the ob- 
jections of the officers. 

The Kinseys, angry at his failure to 
keep his agreement, he claims, threat- 
ened his life. The result was a peace 
warrant sworn out in Justice Moore's 
court by Dorkens against the Kinseys. 
The case was never tried. 

As a last resort Mrs. Kinsey went be- 
fore Justice Orr and swore out a warrant 
charging an assault on her daughter on 
July 24. When Judge Orr had heard the 
story he came to the conclusion that it 
was a case of spite and told her so. But 
she stuck to her statement, so he con- 
tinued the case until yesterday, in order 
to allow both parties to get their wit- 
nesses tn court. It came up this morn- 
ing and Dorkens appeared, but the other 
side was absent, and the news comes 
that they have pulled up stakes and left 
for parts unknown. 

Young Kinsey is out of prison on his 
own bond and is thought to be with his 
family.

Chicago, August 1!5.—The grain markets 
were weak today, cables and crop reports con- 
tributing the chief disturbing influences. 
Wheat closed I%c, corn I1*%@I1%c and oats 
%@ic lower for September delivery. Provis- 
ions closed a shaile to [I5c depressed. 

September wheat opened %@Xc lower at 71% 
@72%c because Liverpool was weak and north- 
western observers said conditions were fa- 
vorable for barvesting the crop of spring 
wheat. Under liquidation the market early 
dropped to 7l%c. A rally to 72%c followed 
covering by a few shorts, who were impressed 
by the magnitude of.seaboard clearances. Sen- 
timent in the main was bearish, however. The 
prospect of a heavy movement from the two 
Dakotas and Minnesota were silently reck- 
oned with, and the impression prevailed that 
a heavy foreign demand, firmly sustained, 
would be necessary to maintain prices. Liqul- 
dation again started ‘the market on the down- 
ward course, stop joss orders were reached and 
near the end of the session September touched 
7l%eec. The close was weak i%c under yes- 
terday at 7i%c. Expdérters reported 38 loads 
taken. Seaboard clearances, with Galveston 
to hear from, were equal in wheat and flour 
to 1,317,000 bushels. Primary receipts ag- 
gregated 922,000 bushels, compared with 8285,- 
000 bushels last year. Minneapolis and Du- 
luth reported 359 cars, against 18! last week 
and 242 a year ago. Local receipts were 159 
cars, 22 of contract grade. 

Liquication ruled corn prices. The pre- 
ponderant tone of reports on the crop was of 
improvement in the prospects for late sown 
maize. Two publications of considerable in- 
fluence with traders published articles based 
on private reports from the corn belt decidedly 
bearish in import. Both claimed that re- 
cent developments showed that the government 
report and other estimates recently made were 
too pessimistic. These items, together with 
the weakness of wheat and of the corn market 
at Liverpool, set longs to selling. Almost the 
only demand came from shorts, who were 
taking profits. September sold between 58%c, 
the opening figure, and 57sec, closing weak 
%@%c lower at 87\%c. Receipts were 1/21! 
cars. 

Oats ruled easy with other grains. The 
markets held fairly steady for a time, be- 
cause there was jittle pressure from longs. 
The decidedly weak tone of wheat and corn 
later, however, brought ont long oats in con- 
siderable quantities and the close was’ weak. 
September sold between 34% and 35%@35%c, 
closed %@Ilic down at 35%@35%c.

Tron and Steel Trade. 


Chicago News: It no longer seems to be 
a controverted point that the primacy 
among modern nations in the production 
of iron and steel is rapidly and perma- 
nently passing to the United States; and 
that this primacy in production has 
changed the relation of every other na- 
tion to the world market. 

‘The progress of the United States from 
being a supplier for domestic consumption 
to the role of a competitor for contracts 
everywhere,” says John Franklin Crowell 
in the current International Monthly, 
‘has forced the whole question of the in- 
dustrial and commercial strength of na- 
tions into the arena of international de- 
bate, in Which European nations, without 


-exception, have put themselves upon the 


defensive. There has not been so deep a 
searching of hearts in Europe since /the 
epoch-making war of 1870-1871."’ 

Within the last few years apparently 
the United States has ceased to be mere- 
ly a purveyor of raw materials. 

As long as our breadstuffs and pro- 
visions ministered to the material needs 
of Europe there was no uneasiness. As 
long aS our raw, cotton clothed our neigh- 
bors across the Atlantic and their cus- 
temers nobody thought of economic alli- 
ances against the United States. But 
the moment it is seen that we have be- 
come masters in making and using iron 
and steel in both peace and war, and that 
as a nation of 75,000,000 we are one in the 
work we have to do in the world’s prog- 
ress, then, naturally, something akin to 
a panic seizes upon the minds of those 
who have so long been accustomed to act 
without taking the United States into ac- 
count as an industrial and commercial 
power. 

After showing by statistics the compar- 
ative positions of the chief iron and steel 
producing nations of the world, and out- 
lining the methods which have resulted 
in placing the United States first, Mr. 
Crowell comes to a consideration of the 
best policy to be pursued in developing 
our foreign markets “systematically on 
the ‘basis of maintaining prites at a fair- 
ly, if not, indeed, a highly profitable 
level.”’ 

Of three distinct lines of policy men- 
tioned as open to our steel industry, the 
following appears to have the preference 
—cultivating the world market against 
all competitors, systematically and with- 
out stint.’’ The writer continues: “With 
the capital, the mechanical and business 
capacity, and the vast natural resources 
at its command, under its exjsting organ- 
ization the American iron and steel in- 
dustry has.no alternative between vege- 
tating in fatness at home and fearless! 
meeting its rivals in the world market.”

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An Old ‘‘Beecher Bible.” 


Kansas City Journal: At Le ompton 
the other day a lad paddling around in 
the shallow waters of the Kaw found 
a Sterp’s rifle of the ancient pattern of 
fifty years aso. Some one has suggested 
that it is one of “Beechec'’s Bibles,”’ the 
name given by the early :scttlers to this 
weapon, and the suggestion recalls a euri- 
ous bit of early day history. When tha 
first emigrants sent out by the New Eng- 
land Aid ami other societies of the north 
found their settlements vweset by binds 
of pro-slavery men from Missouri they 
called upon their eastern friends for arimns 
with which to defend thems:ives, and 
many shipments of Sharp's rifles were 
made to them from both Boston and New 
York. But all goods shipved to Kansis 
had to come up the Missouri river and 
through “‘the enemy's country,” and th 
Missourians had a fashion of confiseatin 
such weapons as they found. So the rifics 
were shipped as something else in pact 
ages shaped to deceive. ‘or example, in 
1855, Amos Lawrence wrote from -Boston 
to his agent at Hartford. Conn.: 

“Request Mr. Palmer to have 10 Sharp's 
rifles packed in casks like hardware ind 
to retain them.subject to wv order. Also 
to send the bill to me. I wil] pay it 
either with my note at 7 per cent Intereat 
or in cash.” 

And these rifies Were shipped to Law- 
rence and got safely through, as did 
others packed in a way to decelve. It 
was charged that Henry Ward FEeecher 
hed sent a box of the rifles marked 
‘‘Bibles,”” and when approached by a New 
York Post reporter he :dmitted it to be 
a fact. “I belive,” he said, “that the 
Sharp rifle is tru'y a moral agency, and 
there is more moral power in one of thesa 
instruments, so far_as che slaveholders 
of Kansas are concerned, than in 10 
Bibles. You might just as well read the 
Bible to buffaices as to those fellows who 
follow Atchison and Stringfcliow.”

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FINED FOR WHIPPING HIS SON. 


Acting Recorder Kontz Held That

$15.75. Parents have a right to whip their
